The  general  plan  of  the  Blue  Books  involves  marking 
out  the  United  States  into  six  territorial  divisions,  each 
covered  by  a volume,  which  in  turn  is  sub-divided  into 
lesser  territorial  sections,  named  after  important  cities,  or 
“route  centers.” 

The  full  value  of  the  Blue  Book  is  secured  only  by  a 
thorough  understanding  of  its  scheme  or  plan  of  refer- 
ence. Before  starting  on  a tour  give  ten  minutes’  careful 
study  to  the  following  directions  and  your  way  will  be 
made  plain. 


EXPLANATION  OF  TIERMS  USED 
IN  TEXT  OF  ROUTES 

See  Graphic  Examples  on  Pages  5a  and  6 

A fork — where  two  roads  diverge  at  less  than  a right 
angle. 

Cross-roads  or  4-corners — where  two  roads  cross. 
3-Corners — where  three  roads  join  at  about  equal  angles. 
A right-  or  left-hand  road — leaves  the  straight  road  at 
about  a right  angle. 

Keep  right — avoid  any  tendency  to  turn  left. 

Bear  right — turn  slightly  to  right,  as  at  a fork. 

Turn  square  right — to  turn  a right  angle  (90  degrees)  to 
right. 

Turn  sharp  right — to  turn  more  than  a right  angle  to 
right  or  slightly  backward. 

Jog  right  and  left — turn  to  right  and  an  immediate  turn 
to  left. 

Cross  RR. — cross  tracks  at  same  level  with  road, — grade 
crossing. 

Over  RR,  Bridge  — above  tracks  on  bridge,  sometimes 
called  “overhead  crossing.” 

Under  RR. — railroad  is  above  highway  on  bridge.  Some- 
times called  “RR.  underpass.”

Route  Center— All  routes  starting  from  Chicago  are  begun  at  the  intersection  of 
Jackson  & Michigan  Boulevards,  for  this  is  not  only  the  central  point  north  and 
south  but  Jackson  Boulevard,  in  connection  with  Washington  Boulevard,  is  the  only 
street  offering  a suitable  exit  east  and  west  through  the  city;  therefore  practicaUy 
all  travel  in  any  direction  must  use  either  Jackson  or  Michigan  Boulevard.  In 
addition  to  this,  it  is  within  two  blocks  of  the  heart  of  the  city  and  still  away  from 
the  rush  of  business  traffic  and  within  easy  reach  of  all  the  principal  downtown  hotels.

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Points  of  Interest  Chicago  Section 

Points  of  Interest — Chicago  is  the  second  city  in  America  and  the  fourth  city,  as 
well  as  the  largest  railroad  center,  in  the  world.  Twenty»six  of  the  principal  trunk- 
line railroads  of  the  United  States  run  trains  into  Chicago  terminals  and  in  addition 
to  this  there  are  a large  number  of  belt  lines,  etc.,  considerably  increasing  the 
trackage  within  the  corporate  limits.  It  is  also  interesting  to  note  that  the  total 
mileage  of  the  26  roads  entering  Chicago  is  about  97,000  miles  or  42  per  cent  of 
the  total  railroad  mileage  in  the  United  States.  The  growth  of  Chicago  has  been 
phenomenal  even  for  an  American  city.  Every  one  who  has  lived  in  the  city  for 
any  length  of  time  is  proud  to  boast  of  this  growth,  which  has  been  so  enormous 
that  the  mind  can  hardly  grasp  what  has  taken  place  in  the  last  three  genera- 
tions. With  a population  of  over  2,200,000  it  is  still  so  young  that  the  first  child  born 
within  the  city  limits  after  It  was  Incorporated  in  1833  is  still  alive. 

The  first  authentic  Information  concerning  the  territory  at  the  head  of  Lake  Michi- 
gan is  found  in  the  early  records  of  Joliet  and  Marquette  who  first  made  the  Chicago 
portage  in  about  1673.  LaSalle  visited  this  section  during  the  winter  of  1682.  Nothing 
in  the  way  of  settlement  was  attempted,  until  this  government  in  1804  erected  Fort 
Dearborn  on  the  site  which  is  now  marked  by  a tablet  at  the  corner  of  Michigan  Ave. 
& River  St. — ^just  south  of  the  Rush  St.  Bridge.  This  stood  as  a government  post 
for  protection  against  Indians  until  1812,  when  the  garrison,  on  August  15th,  under 
Gen.  Hull,  in  attempting  to  make  their  escape  to  St.  Joseph,  Mich.,  were  ambushed 
by  supposedly  friendly  Indians  and  massacred  at  a point  near  what  is  now  the  corner 
of  18th  St.  & Prairie  Ave.  The  story  of  the  massacre  is  perpetuated  through  a monu- 
ment erected  at  this  point  by  the  late  George  M.  Pullman.  Two  years  later  the  fort 
was  rebuilt  but  as  late  as  1831  was  still  a village  of  only  100  inhabitants.  After  its 
incorporation  as  a city  in  1833  the  population  immediately  commenced  *o  Increase  by 
leaps  and  bounds,  with  a corresponding  increase  in  commercial  Importance,  until  in 
1871  Chicago  had  become  one  of  the  leading  commercial  centers  of  this  country. 

On  October  8-10,  1871,  the  city  was  visted  by  a holocaust,  known  as  “The  Chicago 
Fire,”  which,  starting  on  the  west  side,  swept  over  an  area  of  over  3%  square  miles, 
destroying  18,000  buildings  at  a loss  of  over  $200,000,000  and  left  100,000  families 
homeless.  In  many  ways  the  fire  was  a good  thing  for  the  progress  of  the  city 
as  it  destroyed  a large  number  of  almost  worthless  shacks,  and  In  the  rapid  recovery 
the  new  buildings  erected  were  much  more  to  the  credit  of  a city  of  such  Importance. 

No  automobile  tourist  should  leave  the  city  without  making  at  least  a partial 
circuit  of  the  Boulevard  System  which  Is  so  arranged  that  many  round  trips  can 
be  taken  varying  in  length  from  16  to  60  miles,  taking  in  most  of  the  parks  of 
which  the  city  is  so  Justly  proud.  A trip  of  this  character  is  almost  a necessity 
to  give  the  stranger  an  Idea  not  only  of  the  enormous  area  of  the  city,  but  to 
properly  realize  the  great  work  that  has  been  accomplished  to  change  what  was 
originally  a swamp  into  one  of  the  most  attractive  cities  in  the  U.  S.  At  the 
present  time  the  park  system  is  divided  into  three  divisions.  North.  "West  and 
South,  each  under  separate  commissions  working  under  the  supervision  of  the  state. 
As  yet,  comparatively  little  has  been  done  to  take  advantage  of  the  lake  front,  but 
recently  the  war  department  has  accepted  plans  whereby  a complete  system  of  outer 
boulevards  will  be  constructed  connecting  Grant  Park,  in  the  heart  of  the  city,  with 
Lincoln  Park  on  the  north  and  Jackson  Park  on  the  south.  There  are  many  other 
plans  along  this  line  in  the  minds  of  those  who  are  interested  in  the  beautification 
of  the  city,  but  once  the  outer  boulevard  system  is  completed  Chicago  will  stand  in 
the  foremost  rank  of  those  cities  that  are  making  the  most  of  their  natural  advantages 
to  not  only  beautify  the  city,  but  also  to  furnish  amusement  places  easy  of  access 
for  the  poorer  classes.  In  this  connection  it  is  also  worthy  of  note  that  the  playground 
system  of  Chicago  is  undoubtedly  one  of  the  most  complete  of  any  city  in  the  world, 
the  corps  of  Instructors  being  the  very  best  and  the  equipment  the  most  modem. 

In  beginning  a trip  around  the  Boulevard  System  (see  city  map)  most  tourists  will 
start  from  some  point  adjoining  Grant  Park.  This  park  was  originally  a gift  of  the 
Government  to  the  State  of  Illinois.  It  has  an  area  of  little  over  200  acres,  only  part 
of  which  is  surfaced,  although  all  of  It  is  open  to  the  use  of  all  sorts  of  athletic 
games.  The  Art  Institute  is  located  on  Michigan  Ave.  towards  the  north  end  of 
the  park,  and  on  the  south  end  Is  the  equestrian  statue  of  Gen.  John  A.  Logan 
(by  St.  Gaudens).  Going  north  from  Grant  Park  on  Michigan  Ave.  we  cross  the 
river  on  what  is  known  as  the  Rush  St.  bridge,  shortly  turning  right  into  Lake 
Shore  Drive  which  Is  one  of  the  finest  residence  streets  in  Chicago.  The  chief 
attractions  of  Lincoln  Park  are  the  statues  of  Lincoln  (by  St.  Gaudens),  Grant  (by 
Reblsso)  and  LaSalle.  The  Zoo  is  also  located  here  and  in  addition  to  the  spacious 
lawns  there  are  many  other  attractions  for  those  wishing  to  get  away  from  the 
thickly  built  up  portions  of  the  residence  and  business  sections.  On  the  north 
side  of  the  park  we  turn  westward,  following  Dlversey  Blvd.  into  Humboldt  Blvd., 
turning  south  at  Logan  Square  into  Humboldt  Park.  Here  are  magnificent  statues 
of  Humboldt,  Ericsson,  Reuter  and  Kosciusko.  This  is  the  largest  of  the  west 
side  parks,  having  an  area  of  over  200  acres.  The  lagoons  are  particularly  large  and 
good  facilities  for  boating  are  to  be  had  on  the  water  area  of  nearly  25  acres  which 
has  been  attractively  laid  out  in  a very  Irregular  form.  The  State  Fish  Commission 
also  maintains  a hatchery  in  the  park  where  the  young  of  the  various  kinds  of 
fish  are  raised  for  stocking  the  lagoons  of  the  city.  Leaving  Humboldt  Park  we 
continue  southward  on  Franklin  Blvd.,  following  same  into  Garfield  Park.  At  this 
point  we  are  almost  exactly  4 miles  straight  west  from  the  starting  point  at 
Michigan  and  Jackson  Blvds.  In  this  park  is  the  Stephenson  statue  of  Robert  Burns 
which  Is  located  Just  east  ■ of  the  refectory,  also  a group  statue  on  a massive  sand- 
stone base  representing  America,  erected  to  Queen  Victoria.  The  arrangement  of 
flower  gardens  in  this  park  is  most  attractive  and  the  enormous  conservatories 
on  the  northern  edge  are  well  worth  a visit.  Continuing  southward  we  follow 
Douglas  Blvd.  through  Douglas  Park  onto  Independence  Blvd.,  following  same  onto 
Marshall  Blvd.  and  then  Western  Blvd.,  passing  the  City  House  of  Correction, 
crossing  the  drainage  canal  at  the  McCormick  Harvester  Works,  continuing  on 
Western  and  Garfield  Blvds.  into  Washington  Park.  In  the  northwestern  corner 
of  the  park  is  the  equestrian  statue  of  Washington  (by  French  & Potter).  This

park  also  contains  the  Administration  Building  of  the  South  Park  System,  located 
on  the  east  side  of  the  park,  adjoining  the  conservatories.  Leaving  Washington 
Park  Midway  past  buildings  of  the  Chicago  University  into  Jackson 

Park,  which  Is  the  main  site  of  the  World’s  Columbian  Exposition,  the  only  buildings 
remaining  being  the  old  Art  Building,  now  known  as  the  Field  Columbian  Museum; 

House  on  one  of  the  larger  islands  in  the  lagoon;  the  German 
Building  facing  the  lake  which  is  kept  up  as  a cafe  and,  just  north  of  the  German 
Building,  the  Iowa  Building,  now  maintained  as  a rest  house.  Another  interesting 
^ature  located  close  to  the  Japanese  Tea  House  on  Wooded  Island  is  the  Cahokla 
Court  House,  said  to  be  the  oldest  public  building  in  the  Mississippi  Valley.  It  was 
built  about  1715  at  Cahokia,  111.,  and  since  that  time  has  served  in  various  public 
capacities,  being  finally  removed  to  St.  Louis  at  the  time  of  the  Louisiana  Purchase 
Exposition  and  afterwards  brought  to  Chicago.  The  Government  also  maintains 
a life  saving  station  in  the  southern  part  of  the  park  close  to  the  lake  shore. 
Opposite  the  life  saving  station  is  the  lagoon  and  club  house  of  the  Jackson  Park 
Yacht  Club.  In  this  lagoon  are  also  kept  the  exact  reproduction  of  the  three  small 
caravels  which  carried  Columbus  on  his  first  voyage  of  discovery  to  the  new  world. 
Jackson  Park  is  so  large  that  the  commissioners  are  able  to  maintain  two  golf 
courses,  one  a nine  hole  course  and  the  other  an  eighteen  hole  course.  From 
Jackson  Park  there  are  numerous  ways  of  returning  to  the  heart  of  the  city  on 
the  Boulevard  System,  all  of  them  eventually  ending  at  Grant  Park  on  Michigan  Ave. 

In  addition  to  being  the  greatest  railroad  center  in  the  world,  Chicago  has  the 
largest  market  for  live  stock  and  is  the  first  grain  board  in  the  world.  Most  visitors 
wish  to  take  at  least  a glance  at  the  Union  Stock  Yards,  established  in  1866,  located 
at  the  Junction  of  South  Halsted  & 40th  Sts.  In  area  the  yards  exceed  400  acres, 
having  facilities  for  taking  care  of  50,000  cattle,  20,000  hogs,  30,000  sheep  and  5,000 
horses.  The  grain  market  in  the  Board  of  Trade  Building,  located  at  the  corner  of 
Jackson  Blvd.  and  LaSalle  St.,  has  a gallery  which  is  set  apart  for  visitors  who  can 
gain  admittance  during  trading  hours,  which  are  from  9:00  A.  M.  to  1:30  P.  M.,  except 
on  Saturdays. 

In  visiting  some  of  the  more  important  buildings  and  institutions  of  the  city  the 
Art  Institute,  located  in  Grant  Park,  at  the  head  of  Adams  St.,  will  attract  attention 
as  it  is  one  of  the  largest  and  most  comprehensive  schools  of  its  kind  in  America, 
This  structure,  built  in  semi-classic  style,  in  1892,  contains  valuable  collections  of 
paintings,  sculpture  and  other  objects  of  art.  The  Institute  is  open  daily  from  9:00 
A.  M.  to  6:00  P.  M.  (Sundays  1:00  to  6:00  P.  M.).  An  admission  of  25  cents  is 
charged  except  on  Wednesdays,  Saturdays  and  Sundays.  The  Field  Columbian 
Museum  in  Jackson  Park  is  a memorial  of  the  World’s  Fair,  which  in  1893  made 
Chicago  the  center  of  the  world.  The  nucleus  for  this  museum  was  formed  by 
contributions  from  exhibitors  at  the  exposition,  the  original  intention  being  to  name 
it  “The  Columbian  Museum,”  but  the  munificent  endowment  of  $1,000,000  by  the 
late  Marshall  Field  caused  the  donor’s  name  to  be  prefixed.  At  the  time  of  his 
death,  Mr.  Field  left  something  like  $4,600,000  for  the  erection  of  a more  prominent 
building  to  be  put  up,  if  possible,  in  Grant  Park,  but  due  to  litigatioin  this  has  been 
so  far  prevented,  although  at  this  writing  it  seems  probable  that  this  magnificent 
building  will  be  finally  erected  on  made  ground  just  south  of  Grant  Park  and  east 
of  Park  Row.  In  addition  to  the  Museum  having  a collection  of  very  rare  specimens, 
gathered  from  all  points  of  the  globe,  those  in  charge  maintain  a course  of  popular 
lectures:  a series  of  publications  is  also  issued  and  several  scientific  expeditions 
have  been  sent  to  all  parts  of  the  world. 

The  Academy  of  Science,  located  in  Lincoln  Park,  opposite  Center  St.,  was 
founded  in  1857.  Although  suffering  enormous  loss  in  1871,  when  a large  part  of 
its  collection  of  birds,  etc.,  was  destroyed  by  fire.  It  was  re-established  through 
the  magnanimity  of  Mathew  Laflln  and  the  present  building  erected  in  1893.  The 
Chicago  Historical  Society  has  a magnificent  stone  building  on  the  northwest  comer 
of  Dearborn  Ave.  and  Ontario  St.  Through  the  long  united  efforts  of  its  members 
a collection  has  been  made  of  every  variety  of  relic  connected  with  the  State  aind 
City.  A great  collection  of  Lincoln  material  is  particularly  noteworthy. 

The  most  important  of  the  libraries  are  the  Public  Library,  at  the  corner  of 
Michigan  Ave.  & Randolph  St.;  Newberry  Library,  endowed  by  Walter  Newberry, 
located  at  Clark  St.  & Walton  Place,  just  north  of  the  river.  This  is  a handsome 
granite  structure  with  noteworthy  collections  of  history,  phllologry  and  music:  John 
Crearar  Library,  established  by  a bequest  of  John  Crearar,  is  a free  reference  library 
of  scientific  and  technical  literature,  occupying  temporary  quarters  on  the  6th  floor 
of  the  Marshall  Field  building  at  present.

Via  Hobart,  Valparaiso  and  Laporte.  All  macadam  to  Laporte,  most  of  it  in  good 
condition.  Due  to  heavy  traffic,  certain  stretches,  especially  this  side  of  Laporte,  have 
become  quite  worn,  and  the  option  given  in  Route  61,  following  a considerable  portion 
of  the  Lincoln  Highway,  may  be  used  to  good  advantage  all  the  way  through,  or  by 
picking  it  up  from  this  route  at  Highlands.  Beyond  Laporte,  on  the  regular  route,  ex- 
tensive improvements  are  likely  to  be  under  way  during  the  first  half  of  the  summer 
of  1916,  and  until  this  work  is  completed,  it  will  be  necessary  to  follow  Note  A at  the 
end  of  this  route  between  Laporte  and  South  Bend. 

Descriptive  Outline — Going  south  on  Michigan  Ave.,  the  route  follows  part  of  the 
South  Park  Boulevard  system,  passing  through  Washington  Park  and  thence  Into 
Jackson  Park  via  the  Midway,  passing  Chicago  University  buildings  on  the  left. 
Just  before  leaving  Jackson  Park  we  run  along  the  lagoon  where  the  models  of 
Columbus’  ships  exhibited  at  the  World’s  Fair  are  still  kept.  At  South  Chicago  are 
located  the  enormous  steel  mills  of  the  United  States  Steel  Corporation,  familiarly 
known  as  the  "South  Works.”  Operating  in  connection  with  this  plant  are  the  largest 
rolling  mills  in  the  world,  covering  over  300  acres.  Just  after  leaving  South  Chicago 
the  Illinois-Indiana  state  line  is  crossed  and  we  enter  the  Hoosier  state.  The  next 
few  miles  until  the  main  Hobart  road  is  picked  up  at  Highlands  is  through  a rather 
uninteresting  section.  From  Highlands  the  route  is  very  direct,  through  the  southern 
edge  of  Gary  into  Hobart,  At  Valparaiso  is  located  the  Valparaiso  University.  There 
are  many  small  lakes  within  easy  reach  of  the  city  where  numerous  summer  resorts 
are  located.  At  Door  Village,  just  east  of  Westville,  a memorial  stone  has  been  erected 
by  the  Laporte  County  Historical  Society,  commemorating  the  building  of  a fort  at  this 
spot  during  the  Black  Hawk  War,  when  word  was  sent  from  Fort  Dearborn  that 
Indians  were  about  to  attack  the  village.  The  main  street  of  Laporte  is  built  on  the 
old  Indian  trail  between  Detroit  and  Illinois  points.  In  this  city  is  located  the  Inter- 
laken School  for  boys,  founded  by  Dr.  Edward  A.  Rumely.  There  are  many  attractive 
summer  resorts  located  near  the  lakes  in  the  vicinity.  The  residents  are  justly  proud  of 
their  fine  streets,  well  shaded  by  maple  tree!s. 

Laporte  is  situated  in  the  heart  of  a rich  agricultural  country  and  is  the  home 
of  over  30  prosperous  factories,  whose  growth  has  brought  the  population  of  the  city  to 
over  16,000.  Among  the  leading  industrial  plants  are:  The  Great  Western  Mfg.  Co., 
Hobart  M.  Cable  Piano  Co.,  Wallace  & Smith  Blanket  Mills,  Laporte  Woolen  Mills  and 
the  M.  Rumely  Co.  In  1913  the  owners  of  the  Laporte  Woolen  Mills,  Samuel  Fox’s 
Sons,  donated  a $40,000  park  to  the  city. 

Important  Note — As  we  go  to  press  we  are  advised  that  improvements  on  the  road 
between  Laporte  and  the  “Boot  Jack”  will  be  completed  by  June  1st.  From  that  point 
to  South  Bend  the  road  is  liable  to  be  closed  most  of  the  summer,  and  if  so  use  Note 
(b)  into  South  Bend.  Until  improvements  between  Laporte  and  the  “Boot  Jack”  are 
completed  use  Note  (a).

of  Lake  Michigan.  They  have  daily  steamer  service  to  and  from  Chicago,  a distance 
of  about  35  miles.  The  Indiana  State  Prison  is  located  here  and  is  acknowledged 
to  be  one  of  the  model  penal  institutions  in  the  United  States.  The  United  States 
government  maintains  a life  saving  station  at  this  point  and  the  practice  drills  of 
the  crew  are  well  worth  witnessing.  There  is  an  excellent  harbor  formed  by  the 
mouth  of  what  is  known  as  “Trail  Creek.’’  The  banks  of  this  creek  are  supposed 
to  have  been  a favorite  meeting  place  between  the  Pottawatomie  and  Black  Hawk 
Indians  and  there  still  remain  evidences  of  clearings  in  the  woods  along  this 
creek  made  and  used  for  peace  conferences  between  these  tribes.  P6re  Marquette, 
on  his  last  trip  from  Quebec  to  New  Orleans,  passed  up  this  creek  and  held  a 
peace  conference  with  the  Pottawatomies.  On  his  return  journey  be  was  taken 
sick  and  died.  The  principal  industrial  plant  of  the  city  is  the  Haskeiy&  Barker  Car 
Co.,  the  largest  Independent  manufacturing  concern  of  its  kind  in  the  world.  Freight 
cars  are  manufactured  exclusively.  Continuing,  the  route  is  practically  straight  east. 
Hudson  Lake,  2 miles  off  this  route,  can  be  reached  by  turning  north  at  “The  Bootjack.’’

This  is  the  county 
seat  of  Lake  County  and  a few  years  ago  gained  a good  deal  of  prominence  through 
the  Cobe  Cup  Race  taking  place  on  a course  adjoining  the  city.  Just  southwest 
3f  the  city  is  located  Cedar  Lake,  quite  an  objective  point,  particularly  for  local

the  Cobe  Cup  Course  and  a few  miles  beyond  crosses  the  Kankakee  River,  following 
i rather  narrow,  poor  road  across  the  old  sandy  ground  of  that  vicinity.  Soon  after 
eaving  the  Kankakee  bottoms,  however,  the  road  becomes  very  good  and  is  followed 
nto  Rensselaer,  located  in  Jasper  County  on  the  banks  of  the  Iroquois  River  and 
m the  C.  I.  & L.  Railway.  It  is  largely  made  up  of  retired  farmers  and  is  noted  for 
ts  wealth.  St.  Joseph’s  College  lies  just  outside  of  Rensselaer  with  about  600  students 
jnrolled,  and  Is  a beautiful  place.  This  city  lies  in  the  heart  of  the  corn  belt  and  is 
iurrounded  by  a vast  area  of  good  farming  lands  and  finely  improved  farms.  From 
lere  on  the  road  continues  through  Remington  and  Wolcott.

Descriptive  Outiine — Going  south  on  Michigan  Ave.  we  turn  east  into  "Washington 
Park  and  then  leave  the  city  via  Cottage  Grove  Ave.,  going  almost  direct  south 
through  Roseiand  and  Kensington  into  Riverdaie  and  Dolton.  Continuing  we  pass  on 
our  right  the  Glenwood  industrial  School  for  dependent  boys.  Those  who  have  time 
to  spare  would  be  well  repaid  by  looking  over  the  school  buildings  and  shops  as  no 
school  of  its  kind  in  the  country  is  doing  better  work  than  this  institution.  Driving 
southward  we  pass  through  Chicago  Heights,  Steger  and  many  other  small  towns, 
following  the  route  quite  closely  paralleling  the  Illinois  Central  RR.  all  the  way  into 
Kankakee.  Here  is  located  St.  Vlateurs  College,  a Catholic  institution  and  also  the 
State  Hospital  for  the  insane.  The  city  is  primarily  an  industrial  city  with  many 
prominent  manufacturing  interests  and  is  also  an  important  division  point  for  the 
Illinois  Central  and  Big  Four  railroads.  The  route  from  here  on  to  Champaign  is 
very  direct,  following  quite  closely  the  line  of  the  Illinois  Central  through  one  of  the 
richest  farming  sections  in  the  U.  S.

Descriptive  Outline — Leaving  Chicago  via  Jackson  & Washington  Boulevards, 
this  route  passes  through  Garfield  Park,  running  southwest  through  LaGrange,  with  its 
attractive  suburban  homes,  and  following  the  general  course  of  the  drainage  canal 
directly  Into  Joliet,  county  seat  of  Will  County.  Relics  of  some  old  Indian  mounds 
stm  remain  southwest  of  the  city  and  in  “Forest  of  Arden,”  a beautiful  private  park, 
are  located  evidences  of  an  old  French  fort.  The  Illinois  Steel  Company,  a subsidiary 
plant  of  the  United  States  Steel  Corporation,  has  enormous  coke  ovens  here.  The 
plants  of  the  American  Stebl  and  Wire  Company  and  American  Refractories  Com- 
pany are  also  located  here.  The  State  Penitentiary,  with  its  attendant  industries, 
is  on  northwestern  edge  of  the  city.  Continuing,  we  come  to  Morris,  where  the 
Illinois  River  and  the  old  I.  & M.-  Canal  are  only  about  200  feet  apart.  It  is  also  the 
nearest  point  to  the  world-famous  Maxon  fossil  beds  where  the  perfect  imprint  of 
plant  life  is  found  in  the  rocks.  The  most  notable  feature  is  the  large  number 
of  beautiful  trees  on  practically  all  the  streets  in  the  older  part  of  the  town.  The  First 
Presbyterian  Church  is  constructed  from  different  colored  granite  boulders  found 
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New  Hotel — all  modern  outside  rooms.  Our 
cafe  is  the  best  place  to  get  “something  good 
to  eat.”  Excellent  service.  Plan  your  trip 
visit  Joliet  on  the  “Lincoln  Way.”

by  thousands  in  this  vicinity.  It  is  a unique  and  beautiful  specimen  of  a boulder 
building.  Morris  was  the  home  of  Shabbona,  the  white  man’s  friend,  who  saved 
the  lives  of  a large  number  of  settlers  during  the  Black  Hawk  War  and  his  grave 
has  a boulder  monument  in  the  cemetery  east  of  town.  From  here  the  route  con- 
tinues to  the  small  town  of  Dwight,  where  the  buildings  of  the  Leslie  E.  Keeley  Co. 
are  located,  the  originator  of  this  series  of  institutions  for  the  treatment  of  alcoholics 
and  drug  inebriates.  At  “Renfrew  Park,”  on  the  northeastern  edge  of  the  town,  the 
late  King  Edward,  then  Prince  of  Wales,  was  entertained  at  the  time  of  his  visit  to 
this  country  in  1860.  Leaving  Dwight  we  enter  the  famous  Illinois  corn  belt,  abundant 
evidences  of  which  are  seen  on  both  sides  of  the  road,  not  only  in  the  nature  of 
farms,  but  also  in  the  numerous  small  elevators  at  railroad  crossings.  Pontiac,  with 
its  rather  attractive  location  on  the  Vermilion  River,  is  best  known  for  its  shoe 
manufactories.  The  Illinois  State  Reformatory  is  also  located  here.

Descriptive  Outline — Going  westward  on  Jackson  Blvd.,  we  pass  through  Garfield 
Park,  leaving  same  on  Washington  Blvd.,  and  continuing  through  the  edfee  of  Oak 
Park.  At  Naperville,  which  as  late  as  1820  was  the  nearest  village  to  Chicago,  was 
located  old  Fort  Payne.  In  the  early  days  this  was  an  important  trading  point  between 
trappers  and  Indians.  Aurora  is  a very  flourishing  city,  located  on  both  banks  of  the 
beautiful  Pox  River.  It  has  taken  considerable  advantage  of  its  location  by  laying 
out  and  maintaining  many  beautiful  drives  up  and  down  the  river;  in  addition  to  this, 
its  streets  are  exceptionally  well  kept.  This  city  undoubtedly  gained  a great  deal 
of  prominence  from  the  start  through  the  C.  B.  & Q.  RR.  locating  its  largest 
shops  here.

Leaving  Aurora,  this  route  runs  through  a rich  farming  country.  Two  miles  south 
of  Plano  is  the  site  of  a battle  between  the  French  and  Indians  in  1730,  the  spot  being 
marked  by  a monument.  James  A.  Patten,  now  well  known  as  the  “Cotton  King,” 
spent  his  earlier  days  at  Sandwich.  Princeton  is  the  home  of  John  Bryant,  brother 
of  William  Cullen  Bryant,  poet.  From  here  on,  the  route  is  not  particularly  inter- 
esting from  a historical  point  of  view,  but  traverses  some  of  the  richest  agricultural 
districts  of  the  state.  Kewanee  is  a typical  manufactvu'ing  town.

Descriptive  Outline — Leaving  Chicago  via  Jackson  Blvd.,  Garfield  Park  and  Wash- 
ington Blvd.,  through  pretty  suburban  district  of  Oak  Park,  through  Geneva  to 
DeKalb,  probably  best  known  for  its  plants  manufacturing  barb  wire,  invented  by 
Joseph  F.  Glidden  and  Jacob  Halsh.  The  manufacturing  of  this  product  was  carried 
on  very  extensively  by  the  late  Col.  Isaac  L.  Elwood.  About  three  miles  north  of 
the  city  at  the  old  town  of  Coltonville,  Lincoln,  Taylor  and  Jefferson  Davis  are  said 
to  have  met  in  1832  for  conference  at  the  time  of  the  Black  Hawk  War.  This  was 
formerly  an  old  Indian  village  and  later  the  first  DeKalb  County  Court  House  was 
built  here.  In  the  basement  of  the  Glidden  House  is  the  DeKalb-Lincoln  collection 
of  over  1,000  pictures,  among  which  is  the  McNulty-Butler  original  negative,  probably 
the  only  cabinet  negative  west  of  Philadelphia.  At  Kingston,  15  miles  north  of 
DeKalb,  will  be  found  a very  Interesting  collection  of  Indian  relics  known  as  the 
“Mark  Cole  Collection.”  Rochelle,  the  largest  city  In  Ogle  County  and  the  half- 
way point  between  Chicago  and  Clinton,  is  located  in  the  heart  of  a very  rich 
agricultural  district  with  numerous  allied  industries.  The  city  has  a fine  library 
and  government  buildings.  Dixon,  on  the  picturesque  Rock  River,  was  founded  in 
the  early  ’30s  by  John  Dixon,  who  purchased  it  from  Joseph  O’Gee,  a half-breed 
Pottawatomie  Indian.  The  ferry  on  the  old  Galena  trail  leads  from  the  early 
settlements  in  the  Sangamon  River  Valley  and  at  Peoria  to  the  newly  discovered 
lead  mines  at  Galena.  It  was  at  John  Dixon’s  cabin,  standing  near  what  is  now  the 
corner  of  Peoria  and  First  streets,  that  a meeting  occurred  during  the  days  of  the 
Black  Hawk  Indian  troubles  of  men  afterwards  noted  in  our  country’s  history, 
viz.,  Abraham  Lincoln,  Jefferson  Davis  and  Robert  Anderson,  defender  of  Fort 
Sumter.  It  was  on  this  occasion  that  Lincoln  enlisted  for  his  first  and  only  military 
service.  In  Assembly  Park  near  Dixon  are  many  mounds  marking  the  burial  places 
of  the  Indians.  Dixon  is  now  a prosperous  manufacturing  city,  surrounded  by  the 
most  fertile  of  Illinois  farm  lands.  Pleasant  side  trips  can-  be  made  to  Hazelwood, 
two  miles  north;  Lowell  Park,  four  miles  north;  and  Grand  Detour,  six  miles  up 
the  river.  Sterling,  Just  west  of  Dixon,  is  also  located  on  the  Rock  River.  At  this 
point  the  Government  has  built  a dam  in  order  to  furnish  water  for  the  main  channel 
of  the  Hennepin  Canal,  at  one  time  a very  important  means  of  transportation  and 
now  that  this  has  become  little  used  an  electrical  plant  is  being  built  on  the  north 
side  of  the  river  to  furnish  light  and  power  for  the  city.  Morrison,  just  west  of 
Sterling,  is  best  known  as  a dairy  center,  also  for  its  extensive  greenhouses  covering 
many  acres  devoted  to  the  growing  of  small  vegetables  and  fruits.  At  Fulton  we 
cross  the  Mississippi  River  on  a high  bridge,  affording  excellent  views  of  the  well-known 
water  course.

Descriptive  Outline — Going  westward  on  Jackson  Blvd.  we  enter  Garfield  Park, 
passing  many  of  its  fine  flower  beds  and  conservatories.  Leaving  the  park  on 
Washington  Blvd.  we  go  almost  directly  west  through  Oak  Park,  one  of  the  prettiest 
suburbs  of  Chicago,  some  of  its  streets  reminding  one  very  much  of  an  old  New 
England  town  with  its  fine  shade  trees  and  old  residences.  The  route  is  almost 
straight  northwestward  into  Elgin,  which  has  a population  of  27,000.  It  is  situated 
in  the  famous  Fox  River  Valley,  whose  scenery  for  miles  is  the  delight  and  wonder 
of  the  traveler.  Elgin  watches  and  Elgin  butter  have  made  the  name  of  Elgfin 
known  the  world  over.  In  addition  to  the  above  Elgin  is  the  home  of  the  largest 
cooperage  plant  in  the  world  and  the  largest  publishing  house,  devoted  to  the 
publication  of  religious  literature.  Other  important  products  are  watch  cases,  pianos 
and  piano  player  motors,  condensed  milk,  shoes,  shirts,  fine  tools,  gasoline  motors, 
coffin  trimmings,  etc. — about  130  factories  in  all.  Recently  the  city  has  received 
wide  publicity  due  to  the  National  Automobile  Races  which  it  has  helped  to  promote 
and  maintain.  These  races  have  been  run  regularly  for  four  years  and  they  have 
an  international  reputation  as  being  the  classic  of  automobile  road  races.  The 
course  Is  a little  over  8 miles  long  and  Is  located  just  outside  the  western  limits 
of  the  city.  Continuing  northwest,  the  route  is  direct  into  Belvidere..  Where  the 
city  is  now  located  was  once  the  headquarters  of  Big  Thunder,  the  famous  Indian 
chief.  It  is  said  that  he  is  burled  in  a mound  on  the  ground  now  occupied  by  the

Due  to  improvements  and  changes  being  effected  in  most  of  the  suburban 
towns,  Sheridan  Road  cannot  be  used  during  this  year  between  Evanston  and  Highland 
Park,  but  we  believe  this  is  a better  route  than  we  have  had  for  some  time  to  that 
popular  point.  All  macadam  to  Waukegan,  most  of  it  in  fair  to  good  shape.  Between 
this  point  and  Kenosha,  some  short  stretches  are  sandy  dirt  liable  to  be  heavy  in 
dry  weather.  Kenosha  to  Milwaukee,  concrete  macadam  and  gravel. 

Descriptive  Outline — Leaving  Chicago  to  the  north  this  route  passes  through 
Lincoln  Park  and  thence  via  Sheridan  Road  through  the  beautiful  North  Shore 
suburban  district.  Until  the  contemplated  improvements  are  completed  the  motorist 
will  not  be  able  to  enjoy  this  beautiful  trip  to  the  fullest  extent.  On  account  of  the 
heavy  travel  special  road  construction  is  necessary,  but  if  it  is  not  closed  for  improve- 
ments strangers  should  make  the  trip  at  least  as  far  as  Highland  Park  and  Lake 
Forest,  passing  through  Evanston,  Wilmette,  Winnetka  and  Glencoe,  as  it  is  by 
all  means  the  most  beautiful  in  this  vicinity.  Just  north  of  Highland  Park  is  Fort 
Sheridan,  one  of  the  largest  army  posts  in  the  United  States,  and  a little  farther 
north  the  Naval  Training  School.  Kenosha  is  probably  best  known  for  its  manufac- 
turing industries.  The  Simmons  Manufacturing  Company,  beds;  N.  R.  Allen  & Sons, 
tanners,  and  Chicago-Kenosha  Hosiery  Company  are  said  to  be  the  largest  of  their 
kind  in  the  world.  Thos.  B.  Jeffery  Company,  manufacturers  of  the  Jeffery  auto- 
mobile, is  also  located  here.  Here  we  are  within  easy  reach  of  the  numerous  lakes 
in  Southern  Wisconsin  which  are  scattered  ail  over  this  section,  starting  a few  miles 
west  of  the  city.  Racine  is  also  a thriving  manufacturing  city,  well  known  as  the 
home  of  Horlick’s  Malted  Milk,  also  the  Mitchell-Lewis  Motor  Company,  Racine 
Manufacturing  Company  and  Case  Threshing  Machine  Company.

It  was 
founded  in  the  year  1834,  and  since  that  time  has  been  steadily  growing,  until  the 
present  census  is  over  62,000.  It  has  a system  of  public  parks  excelled  in  very  few 
cities  of  its  size.  For  natural  scenic  beauty,  no  more  delightful  spots  can  be  found 
than  Sinnissippi  and  Blackhawk  Parks.

Descriptive  Outline — Leaving  Rockford  on  No.  2nd  St.,  the  route  follows  very 
closely  the  course  of  the  Rock  River  into  Beloit,  probably  best  known  through  Beloit 
College,  which  is  located  in  the  heart  of  the  City.  It  is  one  of  the  best  of  the  smaller 
colleges  in  this  country.  On  the  property  of  the  college  are  numerous  Indian 
mounds,  some  of  which  have  been  opened  and  an  excellent  collection  of  Indian 
relics  has  been  gathered  and  placed  in  the  college  museum.  Many  well-known  manu- 
facturing industries  are  located  here,  probably  the  best  known  being  the  Fairbanks- 
Morse  Manufacturing  Company,  with  its  huge  plant  on  the  north  side  of  the  city; 
also  the  John  Foster  Shoe  Company.  All  automobile  owners  will  find  it  well  worth 
their  time  to  spend  a few  hours  at  the  Warner  Instrument  Company’s  plant  in  South 
Beloit.  This  is  one  of  the  most  complete  establishments  of  its  kind  in  the  world  and 
Is  open  to  visitors  all  day.  About  three  miles  east  of  the  city  is  the  immense  farm 
of  F.  W.  Morgan,  of  the  firm  of  Morgan  & Wright.  Directly  north  of  Beloit  we  pass 
through  Janesville,  a thriving  manufacturing  city,  and  just  to  the  north  of  city  bear 
westward  away  from  the  Rock  River,  following  good  road  through  picturesque  rolling 
country.  We  soon  come  in  sight  of  the  numerous  lakes  near  Madison,  and  enter  this 
charmingly  located  city  from  the  north,  following  around  the  shore  of  Lake  Monona.

Points  of  Interest — Ottawa,  a city  of  twelve  thousand  inhabitants  and  the  County 
Seat  of  La  Salle  County,  is  located  at  the  junction  of  the  Fox  and  Illinois  Rivers, 
about  84  miles  southwest  of  Chicago.  It  is  a large  manufacturer  of  clay  products, 
agricultural  implements  and  musical  instruments.  It  is  underlaid  with  St.  Peters 
sandstone,  which  furnishes  the  raw  material  for  its  extensive  glass  factories,  and 
is  responsible  for  the  rough  and  miniature  mountainous  scenic  conditions  in  its 
immediate  neighborhood.  It  has  good  hotels  and  garage  service  and  welcomes  as 
well  the  transient  automobile  tourist  as  him  who  desires  to  make  it  his  headquarters 
for  visits  to  the  Starved  Rock  State  Park,  Buffalo  Rock,  Deer  Park,  Bailey's  Falls, 
the  Canyons  of  the  Illinois,  Sulphur  Lick  Springs  or  the  Indian  Massacre  Park,  all 
of  which  are  within  short  distances  of  Ottawa  and  can  be  reached,  under  all  condi- 
tions of  weather,  over  good  gravel  roads. 

Starved  Rock  State  Park  consists  of  about  900  acres  of  very  rough  and  broken 
bluff  land,  situated  5 miles  west  of  Ottawa.  It  has  an  average  width  of  one-half 
a mile  and  extends  westerly  along  the  south  bank  of  the  Illinois  River  for  4 miles. 
Its  central  and  historical  feature.  Starved  Rock,  is  a perpendicular  mass  of  sand- 
stone, almost  cylindrical  in  form,  rising  some  140  feet  abruptly  from  the  water’s 
edge  and  containing  about  an  acre  of  timber-covered  land  on  its  summit.  A short 
distance  up  the  river  is  Lover’s  Leap,  of  sandstone  formation  and  of  about  the  same 
height,  but  much  larger  in  bulk,  and  connected  on  the  south  with  the  main  bluff. 
Extending  southward  into  the  main  bluff  are  the  canyons,  some  nineteen  in  number, 
the  more  prominent  of  which.  Horseshoe,  Wild  Cat,  FIshburn’s,  Saltwell,  Atwood, 
Aurora  and  Fox,  are  easily  accessible  by  river  or  trail  from  the  hotel,  and  French 
Canyon,  the  smallest,  but  one  of  the  prettiest  and  best  known,  is  directly  back  of 
the  hotel.  Near  the  base  of  the  Rock  is  located  a commodious  hotel,  refreshment 
stands,  bowling  alley  and  ball-room  and  along  the  river  front  is  a large  parking 
space  for  automobiles.  The  automobile  entrance  at  present  is  at  the  west  end  of 
the  Park  at  south  end  of  the  Illinois  river  bridge,  nine  miles  west  of  Ottawa,  and 
directly  south  of  the  Village  of  Utica.  The  main  entrance  is  at  the  base  of  the 
Rock  and  a ferry-boat,  during  the  season,  meets  all  cars  at  the  Interurban  station 
at  the  north  bank  of  the  river  opposite  the  Rock.  Extensive  improvements  Will  be 
carried  out  in  the  park,  making  it  more  than  ever  the  Mecca  of  automobile  tourists. 

Deer  Park  lies  2 miles  southwest  of  the  Starved  Rock  State  Park  and  consists 
of  several  hundred  acres  of  land,  privately  owned,  but  thrown  open  to  public  use  by 
its  owner,  Mr.  F.  W.  Matthiessen  of  La  Salle.  Its  principal  feature,  Deer  Park 
Canyon  or  Glen,  derives  its  name  from  the  custom  of  the  Indians  of  driving  deer 
into  the  canyon  and  by  blocking  its  narrow  entrance,  dispatching  them  at  their 
pleasure.  There  is  also  at  Deer  Park  a golf  club,  which  is  affiliated  with  the  National 
Association,  and  the  private  home  of  its  owner. 

In  an  endeavor  to  gain  control  of  a passage  to  the  far  east  by  way  of  a river 
(the  Mississippi),  rumored  to  be  of  unusual  size,  flowing  through  a country  of 
remarkable  beauty,  abounding  in  game  and  peopled  by  an  affable  and  humane  Indian 
tribe  (the  Illinois),  Louis  XIV,  in  1672,  sent  Louis  Joliet  and  Father  James  Marquette 
on  a voyage  of  discovery.  They  were  the  first  white  men  to  penetrate  the  region 
and  visited  the  Illinois  Indians  at  their  chief  city,  Kaskaskla,  located  on  the  north 
bank  of  the  Rlinois  river,  just  west  of  the  present  Utica  bridge.  A year  later  Father 
Marquette  returned  and  established  there  the  first  mission  in  the  Mississippi  Valley. 
The  Illinois  were  not  warlike  and  were  subject  to  bitter  and  frequent  attacks  by 
the  Iroquois,  and  just  before  the  building  of  Fort  St.  liouis,  as  the  result  of  a battle 
which  took  place  on  the  ground  between  Starved  Rock  and  Deer  Park,  Kaskaskla 
was  destroyed  and  the  inhabitants  nearly  exterminated. 

In  1682  the  Sieiu*  De  La  Salle  and  Henri  De  Tonti,  with  authority  from  their 
king,  built,  on  the  top  of  what  is  now  known  as  Starved  Rock,  a fort  and  named  it 
in  his  honor.  Fort  St.  Louis.  For  nearly  thirty  years  thereafter  Fort  St.  Louis  was

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people.  Although  frequently  attacked  by  hostile  tribes  Fort  St.  Louis  maintained  Its 
independence  until,  after  La  Salle’s  loss  of  power  through  political  intrigue  and 
assassination  by  his  followers,  it  was  finally  abandoned. 

Nearly  a hundred  years  after  the  abandonment  of  Fort  St.  Louis  by  the  French 
a party  of  Illinois  Indians,  accused  by  the  Pottawatomies  of  the  murder  of  their 
Chief  Pontiac,  took  refuge  on  the  summit  and  were  destroyed  by  starvation,  hence 
the  name  Starved  Rock.

Points  of  Interest— Galesburg  was  founded  by  George  W.  Gale,  D.  D.,  and  a band 
of  colonists  from  near  Utica,  N.  Y.,  to  establish  here  a Christian  college,  now  known 
as  Knox  College,  and  which  with  its  cluster  of  buildings  now  constitutes  the  main 
historic  feature  of  the  city.  From  a handful  of  colonists  settling  here  in  1836-37 
the  city  now  has  a population  of  22,098  (census  1910).  Lombard  University,  founded 
m the  early  fifties,  is  a Universalist  school  and  has  a group  of  several  buildings  on  a 
charming  campus.  Galesburg  is  a division  point  on  the  Chicago,  Burlington  & Quincy 
and  has  been  since  the  completion  of  the  line  here  in  1854.  The  shops  of  this 
company  and  the  new  station  are  the  main  features.  Points  of.  especial  interest 
are  the  Central  Congregational  Cliurch,  erected  on  the  site  of  the  old  First  Churcli 
built  by  the  colonists;  the  Court  House,  adjacent  to  Standish  Park;  the  High  School 
lniildin.g,  the  group  of  city  buildings  and  the  I’uidic  Library.

Descriptive  Outline — Althongli  thi.s  route  jiasses  through  a territory  which  has 
very  little  of  historical  interest,  most  strangers  will  notice  the  extensiveness  of  the 
farms,  and  cannot  help  but  appreciate  their  value  when  they  continually  meet  farmers 
who  own  their  own  automobiles  and  are  doing  a great  deal  locally  to  keep  up  the 
roarts  adJoininK  their  property.  This  is  particiilariy  true  of  the  farms  in  the  vicinity 
of  Bushneli  and  Macomb,  two  very  enterprisinj'  towns.  Macomb  also  lias  the  dis- 
{inction  of  liavlng-  some  of  ilie  hiiKest  pottery  industries  in  the  United  States

Co.  and  was  founded  Maj  1,  1SJJ6.  by  ilie  late  Covernor  John  Wood-  Among  the 
men  of  national  reputation  who  have  re.sided  here  were:  Orville  H.  Browning,  Secre- 

tary of  the  Interior  under  President  Johnson,  who  resided  at  7th  & Hampshire  Sts.; 
Stephen  A.  Douglas,  who  had  a law  office  here:  General  J.  W.  Singleton,  who  lived 
east  of  the  city:  General  George  E.  Pickett,  who  was  here  when  a youth;  Henry 
Clay  Work,  author  of  "Marching  Tltrough  Georgia,”  etc.,  who  resided  near  25th  & 
High  Sts.;  Dr.  David  Nelson,  a notable  abolitionist  whose  institute  was  at  25th  & 
Main  Sts.;  General  James  D.  Morgan,  General  B.  M.  Prentiss  and  Admiral  Charles 
de  Craft. 

Quincy  has  thirteen  i>ublic  schools,  two  colleges  and  three  academies.  The  largest 
business  college  in  the  world  is  located  here.  The  local  historical  points  of  interest 
include  the  Quincy  Historical  Bldg.,  at  12th  & State  Sts.,  built  by  Governor  Wood 
as  his  residence  in  1835.  The  building  was  recently  bought  and  restored  by  the 
Quincy  Historical  Society.  Upon  the  walls  the  names  of  pioneers  are  perpetuated 
in  gold  letters  in  white  marble.  What  is  now  Jefferson  Public  School,  was,  in  pioneer 
days,  a private  academy,  and  during  the  Civil  War  the  building  was  used  as  a 
hospital.  A statue  of  General  George  Rogers  Clark,  erected  by  the  State  of  Illinois, 
stands  in  Riverview  Park.  In  Indian  Mounds  Park  are  seven  pre-historic  mounds. 
Other  local  points  of  interest  include  the  Illinois  Soldiers’  and  Sailors’  Home,  the 
BYee  Public  Library  and  Reading  Room,  tw'o  admirably  equipped  hospitals,  a beautiful 
public  park  system,  an  imposing  Court  House,  a recently  enlarged  U.  S.  Government 
building  and  a number  of  notable  philanthropic  institutions. 

The  principal  manufacturing  interests  of  Quincy  include  stoves  and  ranges,  show 
cases,  incubators,  elevators,  metal  wheels,  machinery,  cereal  foods,  steam  pumps, 
stationers’  supplies,  carriages  and  omnibuses,  egg  case  fillers,  hay  presses,  strawboard. 
beer  and  other  products.  Quincy-made  goods  are  known  all  over  the  world.  This 
city  will  shortly  be  able  to  furnish  unlimited  power  from  the  Mississippi  River  Power 
Co.  dam  at  less  cost  than  power  can  be  furnished  elsewhere.  The  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce, comprising  1,000  members,  takes  special  Interest  in  wagon-road  improve- 
ment. A recent  county  road-dragging  campaign,  promoted  by  the  Chamber,  won  ex- 
tended attention  and  greatly'  stimulated  local  road  improvement.  With  Washington 
Park,  the  business  center,  as  the  line  of  departure,  roads  extend  nortli.  east  and 
.south.

Point*  of  Interest— Springfield,  with  a population  of  73,000.  la  the  county  seat  of 
Sangamon  County  and  tho  capital  of  the  State  of  Illinois.  Probably  Springfield  is 
beat  known  aa  tho  former  homo  of  Abraham  Lincoln  and  the  city  where  he  was 
practising  law  when  elected  I’residcnt  of  the  United  States.  Ills  old  home,  on  the 
corner  of  8(h  & .Inckson  Sts.,  is  one  of  tlie  Interesting  sights  of  tho  city,  also  his 
***’  practised  law.  The  Lincoln  homestead  Is  kept  up  by  the  State 
of  Illinois  and  a custodian  Is  In  attendance  to  point  out  tho  Interesting  features 
to  strangers.  A trip  to  Oak  Kldge  Cemetery  is  well  worth  the  time,  where  the 
Lincoln  Monument,  erected  at  a cost  of  $200,000,  may  bo  seen.  The  Capitol  Building 
on  Capitol  Ave.  Is  one  of  the  largest  buildings  of  Its  kind  in  tho  United  States. 

Camp  Butler,  located  about  9 miles  east  of  Springfield,  was  occupied  by  troops 
at  tho  time  of  the  Civil  War.  On  Douglas  Ave.  a large  stone  has  been  erected  at 
the  starting  place  of  General  U.  S,  Grant  at  the  head  of  one  of  the  largest  regiments 
leaving  Illinois  at  tho  time  of  the  rebellion.  The  State  Fairgrounds  on  the  nbrth 
side  of  tho  city  are  probably  tho  most  extensive  of  their  kind  in  the  United  States 
The  fair,  which  Is  held  annually,  the  first  ten  days  in  October,  attracts  crowds 
from  the  entire  Middle  West.  Tho  Illinois  National  Guard  Campgrounds  are  situated 
here,  known  us  Cump  JJincoln,  where  the  state  militia  assemble  annually.  Probably 
the  most  prominent  among  Its  manufacturing  Interests  are  the  Illinois  Watch  Factory, 
makers  of  Illinois  Watches;  A.  l.<.  Ide  & Sons,  Springfield  Boiler  WCfg.  Co.,  and 
Raclno-Suttley  Co.

Descriptive  Outline — On  the  route  out  of  Springfield  we  pass  thru  Washington 
Park,  which  has  been  most  attractively  laid  out  with  numerous  drives.  After  leaving 
the  city  the  road  is  almost  straight  west  into  Jacksonville,  the  county  seat  of  Morgan 
County.  This  is  one  of  the  very  earliest  towns  located  in  Illinois,  being  settled  about 
1825  by  New  Englanders  and  some  people  from  the  southern  states.  The  city  is 
well  laid  out  and  its  splendid  shaded  streets  make  it  particularly  attractive.  Illinois 
College  on  West  College  Ave.,  is  said  to  be  the  oldest  college  in  the  state,  construc- 
tion beginning  in  1829.  The  Illinois  Women’s  College  on  East  State  St.,  is  a Methodist 
institution  established  in  1847.  What  is  known  as  the  Wabash  RR.,  thru  Jack- 
sonvlle,  is  said  to  be  the  first  railroad  built  west  of  Pittsburgh  and  north  of 
the  Ohio  River.  .The  city  claims  many  men  of  distinction  who  have  been  connected 
with  world-wide  movements,  the  most  prominent,  undoubtedly,  being  Stephen  A. 
Douglas,  who  began  practice  of  law  in  Jacksonville.

Points  of  Interest — St.  Louis,  with  700,000  population,  is  the  most  important  city 
in  the  Trans-Mississippi  region  and  the  metropolis  of  the  great  Mississippi 
Valley.  It  was  founded  in  1764  by  Pierre  Laclede  and  placed  under  civil  government 
in  January,  1766,  under  Captain  Louis  St.  Ange  de  Bellerive  and  became  a city 
under  charter  of  the  Missouri  legislature  in  April,  1823.  In  1827  it  became  an  inde- 
pendent city  separate  from  county  affiliation.  It  is  located  on  the  west  bank  of 
the  great  river  of  the  West  near  the  confluence  of  the  Upper  Mississippi,  the  Missouri 
and  Illinois  rivers,  and  in  close  proximity  to  the  valley  of  the  Ohio.  It  is  one  of 
the  great  railroad  centers,  with  twenty-seven  trunk  lines  radiating  in  every  direction 
and  water  routes  to  the  north  and  south  affording  unexcelled  advantages  as  a point 
of  distribution. 

The  residence  portion  of  the  city  is  500  to  600  feet  above  the  level  of  the  Gulf 
of  Mexico,  upon  rolling  ground,  with  a succession  of  knolls  and  hills  more  or  less 
parallel  with  the  river.  It  is  in  every  respect  a metropolitan  city  with  a happy 
combination  of  Eastern  thrift,  Northern  energy.  Western  enterprise  and  Southern 
hospitality.  Its  business  men  are  active,  progressive  and  public  spirited.  Its  public 
school  system  is  acknowledged  to  be  unsurpassed.  In  an  address  delivered  some 
years  ago  Dr.  Charles  W.  Eliot,  then  president  of  Harvard  University,  said  “St. 
Louis  is  one  of  the  greatest  centers  of  common  school  education  in  the  United  States. 
Its  school  system,  the  first  of  its  kind,  has  been  adopted  by  every  other  large  city. 
In  addition  to  the  public  grammar  and  high  schools  there  are  numerous  universities. 


art  schools  and  technical  schools  of  high  grade. 

The  most  noteworthy  school  of  higher  education  is  Washington  University. 
buildings  were  designed  by  Cope-Stewardson  in  a Tudor-Gothic  style  and  are  arranged 
in  the  form  of  several  quadrangles,  making  what  is  said  to  be  one  of  the  most 
important  group  of  college  buildings  in  the  country.  There  are  over  3,000  students 
registered  in  the  university,  studying  engineering,  fine  arts,  law,  medicine  and  den- 
tistry. Among  the  numerous  parks  in  the  city,  undoubtedly  the  rnost  attractive 
and  largest  is  Forest  Park.  Here  is  located  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts,  originally 
erected  for  the  Louisiana  Purchase  Exposition.  Many  of  the  residence  streets  m 
the  city  rank  among  the  finest  in  the  world,  the  "^dst  noted  being  those  m the 
vicinity  of  Forest  Park.  Other  parks  worthy  of  note  ^re  Tower  Grove

The  old  state  house  is  still 
landing  on  the  main  street  close  to  the  business  center,  and  this  was  used  as  the 
xecutive  building  from  1819  to  1837,  when  Springfield  was  finally  decided  upon  as  the 
)ermanent  capital.  The  route  eastward  follows  very  closely  the  line  of  the  Vandalia 
ly.  through  no  very  large  towns,  although  Effingham  is  important  as  an  agrricultural 
center.  It  is  the  county  seat  of  Effingham  County,  situated  at  the  junction  of  the 
Pennsylvania  and  Illinois  Central,  terminus  of  the  Indianapolis,  Southern  & Wabash 
ailroads,  and  on  the  line  of  the  Old  National  Pike.  Two  of  its  principal  industrial 
dants  are  the  Van  Camp  Packing  Co.  and  the  Mullen,  Blackledge  & Nellis  Co.  It  also 
njoys  the  distinction  of  having  the  Illinois  College  of  Photography,  and  BisseTs 
College  of  Photo.

Via  Louisiana  and  Hannibal.  Gravel  or  rock  road  most  of  the  way,  some  stretches 
in  need  of  repair.  However,  we  believe  this  route  will  be  in  good  shape  for  1915. 

Descriptive  Outline — Leaving  St.  Louis  we  follow  what  is  known  as  the  St.  Charles 
Ridge  Road  almost  all  the  way  to  the  crossing  of  the  Missouri  River.  This  route 
through  St.  Charles  to  where  we  turn  north  at  Wentzville  is  identical  with  the  new 
cross-state  highway.  St.  Charles  was  the  first  capital  of  the  state  of  Missouri.  The 
first  capitol  building — first  governor’s  "mansion” — is  still  standing.  This  city  was 
also  the  beginning  of  the  Boone’s  Lick  Trail,  the  starting  point  of  Daniel  Boone 
across  the  state  in  search  of  salt.  Among  other  points  of  interest  are  the  old 
homeplace  of  Daniel  Boone;  the  first  Protestant  school  for  women  west  of  the 
Mississippi  River — Lindenwood  College;  the  Methodist  College  now  known  as  the  St. 
Charles  Military  Academy;  and  the  foundation  of  the  Sacred  Heart  Convent — the  first 
institution  of  this  order.  Among  its  industrial  concerns  are  a branch  of  the  American 
Car  & Foundry  Co.,  and  a branch  of  the  International  Shoe  Co.  Here  is  also  located 
the  only  highway  bridge  across  the  Missouri  River  between  the  mouth  of  the  river 
and  Jefferson  City.  Louisiana  has  a picturesque  location  on  the  high  bluffs  above 
the  Mississippi  River.  In  the  country  roundabout  there  are  many  beautiful  drives, 
particularly  along  the  river  bluff.  The  most  attractive  points  are;  "Dug  Hill”; 
about  eight  miles  north  of  the  city;  on  the  same  road  is  Arthur’s  Bend — a hairpin 
shaped  turn  with  the  beautiful  Salt  River  valley  lying  below.  Among  its  industries 
are  factories  devoted  to  the  production  of  shoes,  tools,  pearl  buttons,  etc.  Also  one 
of  its  largest  industrial  plants  is  the  Stark  Nursery  Co.,  located  on  the  western  edge 
of  the  city.  This  concern  is  undoubtedly  one  of  the  largest  of  ^ts  kind  in  the  world. 
The  well-known  good  roads  advocate  and  speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives, 
"Champ”  Clark,  lives  at  Beveling  Green,  12  miles  west  of  Louisiana. 

Hannibal,  a city  of  nearly  22,000  population,  is  an  important  manufacturing  center 
on  the  west  bank  of  the  Mi.ssissippi  and  has  the  advantage  of  being  located  on  many 
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of  the  most  important  railroads  between  Chicago  and  southern  and  western  points. 
The  tourists  will  undoubtedly  be  most  Interested  in  the  fact  that  Mark  Twain  (Samuel 
L.  Clemens)  spent  many  years  of  his  early  life  in  Hannibal,  his  father  first  coming 
to  the  town  in  1839.  His  boyhood  home.  206  Hill  St.,  built  by  his  father,  John 
Marshall  Clemens  in  1843  and  recently  purchased  by  Mr.  Geo.  A.  Mahon,  has  been 
deeded  to  the  city  and  will  be  maintained  as  a permanent  memorial.  There  are 
still  many  points  of  interest  connected  with  Mark  Twain’s  early  stories  in  the  vicinity. 
Tourists  are  still  visiting  Mark  Twain’s  cave,  just  south  of  the  city  on  the  river 
bluff,  also  Tom  Sawyer’s  Island,  just  opposite  the  Burlington  RR.  yards:  Holiday’s 
Hill,  also  made  famous  by  Tom  Sawyer,  located  at  the  north  end  of  Main  St. 
Rivervlew  Park,  on  the  bluff  overlooking  the  river  and  city  from  the  north,  is  also 
well  worth  a visit.  The  most  important  manufacturing  interests  are  the  Portland 
cement  plant  just  south  of  the  city,  and  its  shoe  factories.  Many  industries  are 
devoted  to  the  production  of  iron  and  steel  products.

Oconomowoc  is  a beautiful  city  of  3,500  inhabitants  situated  in  the 
heart  of  the  “Land  o’  Lakes,”  one  of  the  most  delightful  lake  regions  in  America. 
It  is  located  in  Waukesha  County  on  the  main  line  of  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  & St. 
Paul  RR.  Within  a radius  of  ten  miles  from  the  city  are  upwards  of  forty  lakes 
connected  by  lock,  canal  and  marine  railway.  The  waters  abound  with  fish,  the 
shores  are  adorned  with  palatial  summer  homes  and  miles  upon  miles  of  superb 
driveways  radiate  into  the  interior  of  a fertile  country.  Health-giving  mineral 
springs,  beautiful  bathing  beaches,  unexcelled  fishing,  boating  and  yachting  facilities 
furnish  to  the  seeker  after  health  and  recreation  all  that  can  possibly  be  desired. 
The  main  street  to  the  city,  but  one  block  from  the  business  district,  develops  into  a 
beautiful  avenue  running  for  upwards  of  one  mile  between  the  shores  of  Lakes 
La  Bell  and  Fowler,  skirted  with  hotels,  summer  homes  and  ornamented  pavilions.

It’s  worth  while  to  come  to  Madison  to  see  a sunset  over  Lake  Mendota. 

Horace  Greeley  said,  as  early  as  1858:  “It  is  the  most  magnificent  site  of  any 

inland  town  I ever  saw."  Bayard  Taylor  and  Edwin  Arnold  express  similar  admira- 
tion, and  for  a detailed  description  the  reader  is  referred  to  the  poet  Longfellow’s 
poem,  “The  Four  Lakes  of  Madison.” 

It  was  early  the  seat  of  Indian  communities.  In  1832,  on  the  20th  of  July,  Black 
Hawk  led  his  exhausted  band  of  Sacs  across  the  present  site  of  Madison  in  an 
attempt  to  escape  to  the  Mississippi  River.  Well  marked  totem  mounds  still  remain.

Descriptive  Outline — This  route  runs  almost  directly  northwest,  through  a country 
at  one  time  inhabited  by  many  Indian  tribes.  It  is  an  especially  picturesque  route 
throughout,  and  even  the  sandy  part  of  the  trip  between  Baraboo  and  Elroy  is  easily 
passable  by  the  cars  of  today,  and  this  drawback  is  quite  liberally  atoned  for  by 
the  splendid  scenery  in  the  valleys,  where  peculiar  rock  formations  will  undoubtedly 
be  of  interest  to  any  who  are  interested  in  the  study  of  geology.  Baraboo  is  used  by 
Ringling  Bros,  as  winter  quarters  for  their  circus,  and  they  also  make  this  their 
permanent  home.  Many  Indian  mounds  still  remain  in  the  vicinity.  Devil’s  Lake  is 
also  easily  reached  from  Baraboo;  in  fact,  it  is  the  best  way  to  get  to  this  picturesque 
spot.  The  now  famous  “Dells  of  Wisconsin”  at  Kllbourn  are  reached  by  following 
Route  244,  a few  miles  north  of  Baraboo.  Just  after  leaving  Abelmans  we  pass  up

Descriptive  Outline — All  tourists  who  are  Interested  In  scenic  beauty  should  not 
miss  the  opportunity  to  take  in  Kilbourn,  Wis.  At  this  point  is  the  world-famed 
“Dells  of  the  Wisconsin."  Here  the  greatest  river  in  the  stats  has  its  channel  through 
a water-worn  gorge  for  a distance  approximating  nine  miles.  That  most  masterful 
of  all  sculptors.  Nature,  has  used  one  of  her  strongest  but  most  pliable  means  for 
carving  the  solid  rock  into  figures  and  forms  fanciful  and  curious.  The  water  mark, 
like  trace  of  chisel,  shows  through  draperies  of  ferns,  mosses  and  foliage,  altogether 
presenting  to  the  eye  impressions  past  the  ordinary  and  surprising  as  well  as  de- 
lighting the  most  scenery-satiated  vision  of  the  world-wide  traveler.  Thousands 
upon  thousands  visit  “The  Dells"  annually  and  no  one  has  ever  belittled  this  natural 
beauty  spot  by  comparison  with  anything  on  the  face  of  the  globe.  No  description 
can  do  it  justice,  and  pictures  can  convey  only  a vague  and  unsatisfactory  impression 
of  this  great  beauty,  well  worth  visiting  even  from  afar.

Paper  of  all 
grades  Is  made  In  seven  great  plants,  probably  the  largest  being  the  Kimberly-Clark 
Co.,  with  paper  mills  at  Neenah,  Appleton,  Kimberly  and  Quinnesec,  Mich.,  and 
the  Bergstrom  Paper  Co.,  Neenah  Paper  Co.  and  Lakeside  Paper  Co.  Stoves,  Iron, 
hollowware,  iron  castings  of  all  kinds,  brass  casllngs,_  shoes,  flour,  knit  goods, 
gasoline  engines,  bags,  fine  interior  woodwork,  etc.,  are  the  other  principal  products.. 
The  Hardwood  Products  Co.  operates  one  of  the  most  modern  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments in  the  West.  Governor  Doty’s  Loggery,  built  in  1843  by  the  first  territorial 
governor  of  Wisconsin,  still  stands  near  Forest  Ave.  and  9th  St.,  on  Doty’s  Island, 
and  is  the  most  historical  spot  in  the  city.  Riverside  Park,  22  acres  of  naturally 
beautiful  ground,  lies  between  Lake  Winnebago  and  Fox  River,  fronting  Wisconsin 
Ave.,  Neenah's  finest  residence  section.  Appleton  is  not  only  a thriving  manufacturing 
city,  with  some  of  the  largest  paper  mills  in  the  country,  but  is  said  to  have  been  one  of 
the  first  cities  in  the  world  to  have  an  electric  railway  and  use  electricity  for 
lighting  purposes.  In  addition  to  this,  Lawrence  College,  one  of  the  largest  in  the 
state,  ■ is  located  on  College  Ave.  Leaving  Appleton  the  route  follows  closely  the 
Fox  River,  the  high  bluffs  at  many  points  affording  numerous  beautiful  views. 
Kaukauna  is  proud  of  its  being  located  at  a spot  closely  identified  with  the  ®arly 
explorations  of  both  Joliet  and  Marquette.  The  rapids  at  this  point  have  afforded 
natural  facilities  for  the  river,  tl>e  water-power  from  which  now  furnishes  power 
for  some  of  the  largest  paper  mills  in  the  country,  a few  of  the  more  prominent 
being  the  Union  Bag  & Paper  Co.,  and  Thilmary  Pulp  &’ Paper  Co.  Recently  a 
sulphate  mill  has  been  established,  manufacturing  wood  pulp  by  a new  process.

Points  of  Interest — Green  Bay,  founded  by  the  French  in  1708,  is  probably  the 
most  historic  spot  in  the  whole  northwest  outside  of  Mackinac  Island.  The  French 
established  fur  trading  stations  here  early  in  the  18th  century.  The  place  has 
been  settled  continuously  since  that  time  by  the  French,  English  and  Americans. 
It  was  also  one  of  the  first  trading  posts  of  the  Astor  Fur  Company  on  the  route 
of  their  expeditions  into  Oregon.  Jean  Nicollet  landed  here  at  “Red  Banks”  in 
1634  and  the  site  of  the  early  Jesuit  Mission  is  marked  by  a monument.  The 
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«te  where  the  French  Fort  St.  Francis,  English  Fort  Edward  Augustus  and  American 
Fort  Howard  successively  stood  is  marked  by  a large  tablet  on  Main  St.  lust 
south  of  the  Northwestern  Station.  Such  well-known  characters  in  American  historv 
as  Zachary  Taylor  and  Jefferson  Davis  both  spent  some  years  of  their  life  in  Green 
Bay.  Today  the  city  is  a flourishing  manufacturing  town,  with  an  excellent  harbor 
accommodating  the  largest  freighters  on  the  lakes.  It  also  boasts  of  the  lareeat 
ledger  paper  mill  in  the  world,  and  many  wood  working  plants.  “

Points  of  Interest — Stevens  Point  is  a city  of  11,000  people,  located  on  the  Wis- 
consin river  and  in  almost  the  geographical  center  of  the  state.  It  is  said  that  no 
other  city  in  Wisconsin  has  as  many  beautiful  shade  trees  as  Stevens  Point  its 
principal  streets  being  literally  lined  with  immense  elms,  oaks  and  other  trees 
usually  found  hereabouts.  A large  portion  of  the  highways,  within  the  corporate 
limits,  have  brick  or  macadam  pavement  and  all  the  country  roads  for  several  miles 
in  each  direction  are  also  macadamized.  A beautiful  driveway  extends  for  miles 
along  the  west  bank  of  the  Wisconsin  river,  both  north  and  south  from  the  city 
and  what  is  known  as  the  “paper  mill  road*'  is  also  much  sought  by  autoists  This 
extends  to  two  large  paper  mills  just  below  the  city  limits.  The  Wisconsin  River 
Mill  makes  print  paper  and  the  Plover  Paper  Co.  manufactures  fine  bond  and 
writing  stock.  One  of  the  largest  normal  schools  in  the  state  is  located  here  as  is 
also  the  only  fishing  fly  factory  in  Wisconsin.  Automatic,  or  self-rocking  cradles 
are  made  in  Stevens  Point  exclusively,  the  factory  employing  200  men.  A govern- 
ment postoffice  building  of  white  stone  and  marble  was  completed  in  the  spring  of 
1913  at  a cost  of  |75,000.  Numerous  handsome  church  and  school  buildings  dot  the  city

Points  of  Interest — Eau  Claire,  situated  in  the  Great  Chippewa  Valley,  where  the 
Chippewa  and  Eau  Claire  rivers  meet,  was  founded  in  the  year  1842.  Once  the 
leading  lumber  center  of  the  Northwest,  has  now  taken  advantage  of  its  natural 
resources,  the  water  power,  and  with  its  150,000  horse-power  available  is  now  making 
Eau  Claire  one  of  the  greatest  industrial  centers.  The  principal  manufacturing  plants 
are:  The  Dells  Paper  & Pulp  Co.,  McDonough  Mfg.  Co.,  Phoenix  Mfg.  Co.  (mill 

machinery),  Drummond  Packing  Co.,  J.  H.  Kaiser  Lumber  Co.,  Phoenix  Furniture  Co., 
Northwestern  Steel  & Iron  Works.  There  are  other  factories  producing  boxes,  refrig- 
erators, steam  and  gasoline  engines,  shoes,  trunks,  saddlery  goods,  etc. 

Eau  Claire  is  the  center  of  a rich  farming,  dairy  and  live  stock  region,  and  being 
located  on  the  main  line  of  the  Northwestern  Railway  Co.,  going  east  and  west,  also 
the  C.  M.  & St.  Paul  Railway,  going  north  and  west,  the  city  has  an  ideal  business 
center.  From  Mt.  Tom  a most  beautiful  view  can  be  obtained  of  the  entire  city, 
as  it  is  protected  by  the  surrounding  hills,  and  the  Chippewa  Valley,  showing  the 
rivers  with  their  natural  reservoirs.

Points  of  Interest — La  Crosse  is  located  at  the  point  where  the  Mississippi  river, 
the  grreat  “Father  of  Waters,”  receives  the  waters  of  the  Black  and  La  Crosse 
rivers,  in  the  western  part  of  the  Badger  State.  Once  a lumbering  center,  the  city 
has  since  taken  full  advantages  of  its  natural  location  to  make  itself  one  of  the 
most  beautiful  manufacturing  cities  in  the  state.  It  is  situated  upon  historic  ground 
and  in  a historic  region.  No  region  can  rival,  for  magnificence  and  beauty  of 
scenery,  the  upper  Mississippi  Valley. 

Nathan  Myrick  was  the  first  white  settler,  who.  In  1842.  located  on  the  island 
now  known  as  Pettibone  Park  (named  in  honor  of  the  man  who  presented  this 
beautiful  spot  to  the  city). 

A short  trip  around  the  city  is  well  worth  while.  Leaving  the  Court  House,  go 
south  on  4th  to  Main  St.,  which  follow  eastward  past  Public  Library,  founded  by 
Gov.  Washburn  and  later  endowed  by  prominent  citizens.  In  the  corridor  is  a painting 
by  Leopold  Landeau,  a former  resident.  Continue  four  blocks  east,  turning  north  on 
West  Ave.,  past  general  hospital,  to  the  Losey  Memorial  Arch,  marking  the  entrance 
to  Oak  Grove  Cemetery  (forbidden  to  automobilists).  To  the  eastward  are  Myrick 
Park  and  the  Water  Works;  a little  beyond  are  the  golf  grounds  and  club  house  of 
the  Country  Club,  at  the  foot  of  “Grandad  Bluff,”  the  top  of  which  may  be  reached 
over  well  paved  road  through  Hixon  Forest,  part  of  the  city  park  system.  An  ascent 
to  the  top  of  the  bluff  will  be  repaid  by  the  exceptional  view  of  the  city  and 
Minnesota  Bluffs  in  the  distance.  The  scene  is  grand  beyond  description.  Pettibone 
Park,  situated  on  an  island  in  the  river,  reached  by  means  of  a toll  bridge,  has  been 
laid  out  at  considerable  cost  to  the  city  and  is  noted  for  its  great  variety  of  forest 
tr66S. 

other  points  of  Interest  are  the  State  Normal  School,  the  High  School,  with 
its  $100,000  manual  training  annex  presented  by  Mr.  Frank  P.  Hixon,  and  the  beautiful 
residence  district  in  the  vicinity.

Descriptive  Outline — Leaving  La  Crosse,  the  route  immediately  crosses  the  Missis- 
sippi River,  where  attention  is  called  to  the  option  between  La  Crescent  and 
Ridgeway,  and  those  who  have  a little  time  to  spare  and  are  not  afraid  of  a few 
rough  hills  will  be  well  repaid  by  the  magnificent  views  of  the  Mississippi  River 
and  Valley,  should  they  decide  to  use  the  short  option.  The  regular  route  is  given 
through  Winona,  which  is  one  of  the  most  important  grain  shipping  points  of  the 
Northwest.  Rochester  is  famous  as  the  seat  of  St.  Mary’s  Surgical  Hospital, 
conducted  by  Dr.  C.  H.  and  Dr.  W.  J.  Mayo,  and  is  annually  visited  by  over  15,000 
patients  from  all  parts  of  the  world.  It  has  also  been  visited  by  thousands  of  surgeons, 
as  it  is  universally  recognized  as  being  one  of  the  finest  of  its  kind.  Leaving 
Rochester,  the  only  town  of  note  passed  thru  is  Zumbrota,  which  was  founded  on 
the  site  of  an  old  Indian  village,  at  one  time  headed  by  the  chief  known  to  the  early 
settlers  as  Tommy  Zumbro.  The  first  settlers  came  from  Massachusetts  under  the 
guidance  of  the  Western  Stafford  Emigration  Co.,  in  about  1850.  It  is  in  the  heart 
of  a wealthy  agricultural  district  with  a number  of  clay  manufacturing  industries,  in 
the  vicinity. 


Interest— St,  Paul  and  Minneapolis,  the  Twin  Cities  of  the  Northwest, 
although  located  nearly  10  miles  apart,  really  form  one  large  city.  St.  Paul,  the 
^pital  of  Minnesota,  is  Ideally  located  on  the  northeast  bank  of  the  Mississippi 
River  at  the  head  of  navigation.  The  first  white  settler,  a French  Canadian,  built 
a here  in  1838.  In  1841  the  place  received  its  name  from  a chapel  dedicated 

^ St.  Paul  by  a French  priest.  The  new  State  Capitol,  erected  from  desigpis  of  Cass 
Gilbert  at  a cost  of  $4,500,000,  is  located  on  North  Wabasha  Ave.  The  State  Law 
Library  and  that  of  the  State  Historical  Society  are  both  housed  in  the  Capitol  Building. 
The  mural  paintings  by  LaFarge,  Simmons  and  others  are  also  worth  inspection. 
The  old  State  Capitol  Building  at  Wabasha  and  10th  Sts.  is  still  occupied  by  the 
f+  j . Summit  Ave.,  the  principal  residence  street,  is  one  of  the  finest  of 
Kina  in  the  United  States,  as  remarkable  taste  has  been  shown  In  giving  one 
the  sense  of  liberal  expenditure  without  ostentation.  Its  location  along  the  high 
Diurr  above  tr^  city  and  river  is  also  ideal  for  magnificent  views  of  the  surrounding 
country.

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reached  from  St.  Paul  over  an  excellent  boulevard,  also  trolley  and  steamer  in  sum- 
mer. This  section  of  Minnesota  is  thickly  covered  by  lakes,  the  total  area  of  which 
In  the  whole  state  exceeds  4,000  square  miles.  A number  of  these  are  within  easy 
reach  of  St.  Paul  and  Minneapolis,  the  most  popular  and  accessible  beingr  White 
Bear,  Bald  Eagle  Lake  and  Lake  Minnetonka. 

Minneapolis  is  the  largest  city  in  Minnesota  and  the  chief  flour-making  place  in 
the  world.  It  lies  on  both  banks  of  the  Mississippi  a few  miles  northwest  of  St.  Paul, 
where  the  river  ascends  over  the  Falls  of  St.  Anthony.  Its  prosperity  is  largely 
due  to  the  extensive  agricultural  district  contributory  to  it  and  the  water  power 
offered  by  St.  Anthony  Falls,  with  a perpendiucular  drop  of  over  60  feet,  yielding 
60,000  horsepower.  The  flour  mills,  probably  the  most  interesting  sight,  are  all 
gathered  on  the  banks  of  the  river  near  St.  Anthony  Falls.  The  total  daily  capacity 
of  a little  over  20  mills  is  over  90,000  barrels.  Among  the  largest  mills  are  those  of 
the  Wasbburn-Crosby  Co.,  Plllsbury  Mills  and  Russell-Miller  Mill.  The  grain  elevators 
of  the  city  have  a capacity  of  40,000,000  bu.  The  lumber  industry  is  still  one  of  the 
most  important  in  the  city  and  a visit  to  one  of  these  mills  is  well  worth  while, 
as  it  is  interesting  to  see  how  a modern  mill  will  cut  over  30,000,000  feet  of  timber 
annually.  The  University  of  Minnesota,  located  on  University  and  Washington  Aves., 
is  one  of  the  finest  in  the  West,  with  over  4,000  students.  Within  the  city  limits  are 
a great  number  of  wooded  lakes,  and  this  fact,  together  with  the  gorges  of  the 
Mississippi  and  Minnehaha  Creek,  is  being  taken  full  advantage  of  by  a system  of 
boulevards,  which  are  already  well  under  way,  and  automobilists  in  particular  should 
not  fail  to  make  at  least  a partial  circuit  of  same.  Probably  the  best  known  resort 
near  the  Twin  Cities  is  Lake  Minnetonka,  about  15  miles  to  the  west.  This  lake, 
although  only  a little  over  12  miles  long,  has  a shore  line  of  over  160  miles,  and  its 
low  wooded  hills  are  lined  with  summer  cottages.

Points  of  Interest — South  Bend  Is  situated  on  the  picturesque  St.  Joseph  River  at 
the  point  where  this  stream,  flowing  down  from  Michigan,  makes  its  "south  bend” 
and  turns  northward  to  the  great  lake.  The  first  settler  on  the  present  site  of  the 
city  was  Pierre  Navarre,  a Frenchman  married  to  an  Indian  wife,  whose  log  cabin 
built  in  1820  still  remains  as  one  of  the  features  of  Leeper  Park.  The  town  was 
founded  in  1823  by  Alexis  Coqulllard,  a French  Canadian  fur  trader. 

Just  north  of  the  city  is  the  old  portage  between  the  St.  Joseph  and  Kankakee 
rivers  by  means  of  which  Pdre  Marquette  in  1675,  and  La  Salle  in  1679,  made  their 
way  into  the  region  which  is  now  the  state  of  Illinois.  The  same  portage  was 
part  of  the  long  land  and  water  highway  by  means  of  which  the  mound  builders 
in  prehistoric  times  conveyed  copper  from  the  Lake  Superior  region  to  points  as 
-distant  as  Mexico  and  South  America.  In  later  years  South  Bend  has  become  an  im- 
iportant  industrial  city,  the  products  of  which  have  world-wide  distribution.  The  larger 
industrial  plants  are  the  Studebaker  Corporation,  occupying  100  acres  and  employing 
about  4,000  men;  the  Oliver  Plow  Works  and  Singer  Sewing  Machine  Company  of 
about  equal  size.  The  South  Bend  Watch  Company  and  Birdsell  Mfg.  Company  are 
other  important  institutions.  The  city  is  the  center  of  important  hydro-electric 
development,  the  St.  Joseph  River  supplying  about  25,000  h.  p.  South  Bend  is  a 
beautiful  city,  with  broad  well-shaded  streets,  and  has  many  attractive  public  build- 
ings.

Descriptive  Outline — Leaving  South  Bend,  route  Is  straight  south  o^w  ,the  his- 
toric “Michigan  Road,”  which  in  early  days  was  surveyed  to  carry  the  extensive 
wagon  traffic  between  northern  Indiana  and  Michigan  points,  and  southern  Indiana, 
^particularly  Indianapolis.  With  the  exception  of  turns  in  Logansport,  it  is  prac- 
tically a straight  road.  Plymouth  is  a small,  thriving,  manufacturing  city.  Located 
here  is  the  Julia  E.  Work  Training  School.  Ten  miles  southwest  is  Maxinkuckee 
Lake,  at  the  north  end  of  which  is  located  Culver  Military  Academy,  one  of  the 
very  best  of  its  kind  in  the  country.  There  are  also  numerous  summer  resorts 
and  homes  located  on  the  lake.  Another  well-known  resort  is  at  Pretty  Lake,  about 
three  miles  west  of -the  town.  At  Twin  Lakes,  three  miles  southwest,  is  located 
Pottawatomie  Park,  where  there  is  an  Indian  monument,  probably  the  only  monu- 
ment erected  to  an  Indian  by  an  appropriation  from  the  Legislature.  The  route 
continues  south  through  the  thriving  little  town  of  Rochester.

It 
hais  an  attractive  Country  Club  on  an  island  In  Wabash  River,  an  excellent  system 
of  parks.  Including  Spencer  and  Riverside  parks  and  seventeen  bridges,  two  of 
which  are  being  rushed  to  completion  at  a cost  of  $100,000  each.  The  Northern 
Indiana  Insane  Hospital  is  located  west  of  the  city  and  a new  Manual  Training 
High  School  Is  nearing  completion.  Among  the  city’s  Important  industrial  plants 
are  the  Rutenber  Motor  Co.,  makers  of  automobile  motors,  and  the  Logansport 
Radiator  Equipment  Co.

Co.  and  Mishawaka  Motor  Co.,  besides  numerous  concerns 
devoted  to  the  manufacture  of  rubber  products,  wooden  goods,  aluminum  toys,  organs, 
etc.  CoiRlnulng  eastward  the  route  passes  just  south  of  Elkhart,  coming  into 
Goshen,  the  county  seat  of  Elkhart  County.  It  is  located  on  the  Elkhart  River,  on  the 
banks  of  which  is  one  of  the  largest  electrical  plants  in  the  state.  In  the  early 
days  this  was  the  heart  of  the  Miami  and  Pottawattomie  Indian  country.  Goshen 
College,  which  is  located  here,  has  the  distinction  of  being  the  only  institution  of 
higher  learning  in  America  established  and  owned  by  the  Mennonites,  founders  of 
the  first  permanent  German  settlement  in  the  American  colonies  at  Germantown, 
Pa.  The  Mennonites’  Church  is  the  oldest  of  the  modern  peace  societies.  Con- 
tinuing eastward  the  route  is  direct  through  Ligonler  and  a number  of  smaller 
towns  to  Bryan,  sometimes  called  the  “Fountain  City’’  because  of  the  large  number 
of  artesian  wells  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  town.  This  is  in  the  heart  of  a rich 
agricultural  section  devoted  quite  extensively  to  dairying.

O'Jtllne — This  is  one  of  the  most  important  routes  in  the  whole 
Middle  West,  on  the  main  line  of  travel  between  Detroit  and  Chicago.  It  passes 
through  a large  number  of  important  cities  in  southern  Michigan.  Going  almost 
straight  north  from  South  Bend  past  the  buildings  of  Notre  Dame  University,  our 
route  takes  us  through  the  pretty  little  town  of  Niles,  Mich.  Paw  Paw  is  probably 
best  known  through  the  lake  of  that  name,  which  is  close  to  the  town  with  its  many 
summer  homes.  Kalamazoo  is  distinctly  a manufacturing  city,  with  many  important 
Industries,  and  it  claims  to  be  the  chief  paper  manufacturing  center  in  the  world, 
having  12  large  mills.  Celery  growing  in  the  near  vicinity  has  grown  to  such  an  extent 
that  the  express  companies  in  this  city  collect  annually  over  $700,000  for  transporta- 
tion  charges.  These  celery  gardens  are  well  worth  seeing,  and  tourists  having  time 
should  spend  a few  hours  making  a short  trip  around  the  city,  seeing  how  this 
extensive  industry  is  carried  on.  The  name  Kalamazoo  came  through  the  Potta- 
wattomie  Indians  and  was  originally  “K1  Kalamazoo,”  signifying  “The  Boiling  Pot.” 
James  Fenimore  Cooper,  one  of  the  greatest  American  novelists,  spent  a great  many 
days  in  this  vicinity,  and  one  of  his  books,  "The  Bee  Hunter,”  was  written  with  this 
city  and  vicinity  as  the  subject.  Being  located  in  the  beautiful  valley  of  the  Kala- 
mazoo, a large  number  of  interesting  trips  can  be  taken  nearby,  particularly  as 
Kalamazoo  County  alone  has  about  60  lakes  within  its  boundaries.  Battle  Creek  is 
probably  best  known  through  the  enormous  health  sanatorium  which  is  located  here. 
In  addition  to  this  its  large  manufactories  of  cereal  foods  are  famous,  the  most  im- 
portant being  Postum  Cereal  Company  and  Kellogg  Toasted  Corn  Flakes.  It  also

claims  to  have  one  of  the  largest  threshing  machine  plants  in  the  country.  Lake 
Gogam,  two  miles  from  the  city,  and  Gull  Lake,  12  miles  from  the  city,  both  have 
attractive  summer  resorts,  with  excelient  fishing  in  season. 

Continuing  eastward,  the  route  is  through  the  thriving  towns  of  Marshall  and 
Albion.  At  Jackson  the  Republican  party  was  organized  July  6,  1854,  and  first  re- 
ceived Its  name.  Although  the  preliminary  organization  was  effected  in  Bronson  Hall 
on  Main  St.,  the  committee  on  resolutions  afterwards  convened  in  a group  of  oaks, 
seven  of  which  are  still  standing  at  the  corner  of  2nd  and  Franklin  Sts.  In  June, 
1910,  a tablet  was  unveiled  by  President  Taft  beneath  the  surviving  oaks,  to  com- 
memorate this  historic  spot.  At  the  corner  of  Jackson  and  Trail  Sts.,  a number  of 
the  most  important  Indian  trails  in  Michigan  converged.  With  hundreds  of  small 
lakes  within  the  borders  of  Jackson  County,  a large  number  of  beautiful  drives  may 
be  taken  in  every  direction.  This  is  also  a very  thriving  manufacturing  town,  a few 
of  the  most  important  industries  being  the  Jackson  Automobile  Co.,  Imperial  Auto- 
mobile Co.,  Clark-Carter  Automobile  Co.,  Lewis  Spring  & Axle  Works.  Ann  Arbor, 
the  site  of  the  University  of  Michigan,  is  distinctly  a university  town,  with  many 
fine  residence  streets.  Th  University,  one  of  the  most  Important  educational  in- 
stitutions in  the  United  States,  is  attended  by  nearly  6,000  students,  f In  its  library 
of  about  250,000  volumes  is  the  McMillen-Shakespeare  collection,  second  only  to  that 
of  the  Boston  Public  Library.  Ypsllanti  is  an  important  papermaking  town.

Points  of  Interest — Indianapolis,  founded  in  1821,  capital  of  Indiana,  is  Americas 
largest  city  not  on  navigable  water.

The  Soldiers’  and  Sailors’  Monument,  a point  of  interest,  is  in  the  Circle,  the 
original  center  of  the  city,  and  for  many  years  the  spot  on  which  was  located  the 
Governor’s  residence.  Four  avenues  radiate  diagonally  to  the  four  quarters  of  the 
city.  The  remainder  of  the  streets  run  east  and  west  or  north  and  south.  Two 
squares  east  of  the  monument  is  the  Marion  County  Court  HouS6,  on  w^se  lawn  is 
the  General  Lawton  monument.  Two  squares  west  is  the  Indiana  State  THouse,  with 
the  Hendricks.  Morton  and  Owen  monuments.  One  block  north  of  the  monument  is 
the  Federal  Building.  Immediately  north  of  this  is  University  Square,  wUh  the 
Benjamin  Harrison  and  Schuyler  Colfax  monuments.  Two  blocks  east  of  the  Federal 
Building  is  the  new  City  Hall.  At  Pennsylvania  and  Six^enth  ^eets  is  the  John 
Herron  Art  Institute,  well  known  throughout  the  Middle  West,  ’^elpdl^ana^ 
for  the  Deaf,  the  Indiana  School  for  the  Blind  and  other  state  institutions  are 
hd*6 

Indianapolis  has  about  2.000  acres  of  parks,  scattered  throughout  the  city.  Its 
boulevard  system,  which  will  eventually  connect  all  parks  and  traverse  the  banks  of 
all  streams  in  the  city,  is  in  course  of  construcUon.  Many  miles  are  already  com- 
pleted. The  city  has  232  miles  of  permanently  improved  street^  '^e  largest  park 
is  Riverside,  best  reached  by  going  north  on  Meridian  St.  to  Tenth,  turning  west

The  Motor  Speedway,  eight  miles  from  the  monument,  on  the  Crawfordsville  Pike, 
is  nrobablv  the  world’s  finest  race  course.  Its  2%  mile  brick  saucer-track  cost  over 
$500  000  Twelve  miles  northeast  of  the  city,  on  the  Anderson  Pike,  is  Ft.  Benjamin 
Harrison  one  of  the  largest  and  most  modern  of  the  government’s  army  posts. 

In  the  beautiful  residence  district  in  the  northern  part  of  the  city  are  the  homes 
of  Charles  W Fairbanks,  former  Vice  President;  James  Whitcomb  Riley,  The 
Hoosier  Poet  ” Meredith  Nicholson,  novelist,  and  many  other  well-known  residents..

Descriptive  Outline — Although  this  route  passes  thru  a section  not  particularly 
interesting  from  an  historical  point  of  view,  it  is  over  some  of  the  finest  gravel  roads 
in  the  country,  passing  thru  a number  of  thriving  cities  and  towns.  The  first  of 
these  is  Anderson,  county  seat  of  Madison  County.  The  city  claims  nearly  100  pros- 
perous manufacturing  concerns  with  a fine  Country  Club  and  other  strong  city  or- 
ganizations. It  is  particularly  proud  of  its  municipal  light  and  water  plants,  which 
are  said  to  be  among  the  most  proficiently  operated  in  the  country.  In  Mounds  Park, 
just  east  of  the  city,  are  several  old  relics  of  the  Mound  builders.  Near  this  park  is 
the  site  of  an  old  Moravian  mission.  At  Marion  are  many  manufacturing  industries 
devoted  to  automobiles,  furniture  and  iron,  steel  and  glass  products.  South  of  Marlon 
is  located  one  of  the  largest  National  Soldiers’  and  Sailors’  Homes  in  the  country, 
with  grounds  covering  over  300  acres  and  vsrith  over  2,000  inmates.  North  of  Marlon 
the  route  passes  thru  Huntington,  county  seat  of  Huntington  County.  In  olden  days 
this  was  an  important  stamping  ground  for  the  Miami  Indians  and  an  old  princess, 
*‘Kil-So-Quah,"  is  still  living  near  the  city  at  the  age  of  104  years.  It  is  in  the  heart 
of  an  exceptionally  rich  agricultural  section  and  also  has  a number  of  successful 
manufacturing  plants.  It  is  said  to  be  the  only  city  in  the  United  States  operating 
exclusively  an  auto  transit  service  instead  of  street  cars.

Descriptive  Outline — This  might  he  called  the  western  route  to  the  many  well- 
known  health  resorts  of  southern  Indiana.  At  Martinsville  are  located  seven  sani- 
taria making  use  of  the  artesian  water,  which  is  used  to  such  advantage,  par- 
ticularly in  the  cure  of  rheumatism.  Also  located  at  Martinsville  is  the  old  Hickory 
Chair  Co.,  which  makes  a line  of  rustic  furniture  sold  all  over  the  United  States  and 
Europe.  At  Bloomington  is  located  the  Indiana  State  University.  In  this  vicinity 
are  also  a large  number  of  stone  quarries,  from  which  come  the  famous  Bedford 
sandstone,  which  gets  its  name  from  the  fact  that  the  original  quarries  were  largely 
in  the  vicinity  of  Bedford,  which  is  a little  farther  south  on  our  route.  Here  are  lo- 
cated undoubtedly  the  largest  stone  quarries  in  the  United  States,  and  a trip  to  some  of 
the  larger  is  well  worth  while,  lor  it  is  most  interesting  to  see  the  modern  methods 
of  taking  out  the  stone  and  preparing  it  for  the  various  markets.  It  is  interesting 
to  note  here  that  a large  part  of  the  stone  used  lor  the  famous  Soldiers’  and  Sailors’ 
Monument  at  Indianapolis  was  Bedford  stone.  Continuing  southward  we  follow  the 
general  course  of  the  White  River  Valley  nearly  all  the  way  to  Paoli  into  West 
Baden  and  French  Lick.

Points  of  Interest — Terre  Haute  is  located  on  the  east  bank  of  the  Wabash  River, 
178  miles  south  of  Chicago.  Including  West  Terre  Haute  it  has  a population  of  61,257, 
according  to  the  last  census,  as  against  36,673  in  1900.  It  is  an  important  railroad 
center,  being  on  the  main  lines  east  and  west  of  the  New  York  Central  and  Penn- 
sylvania systems.  It  has  fourteen  lines  of  steam  railroad  and  four  lines  of  Interurbaiu 
It  has  a good  water  works  system,  electric  light  and  power  works,  gas,  fine  parks  and 
good  schools — in  short,*  it  has  everything  which  goes  to  make  a prosperous  city.  It  is  the 
center  of  the  Indiana  coal  district,  being  the  distributing  point  for  nearly  all  the 
coal  mined  within  a radius  of  2,100  square  miles.  In  the  county  in  which  it  is 
located  there  are  400  square  miles  of  coal  laqd,  and  in  some  places  there  are  no  less 
than  five  veins  of  workable  coal.  It  is  the  second  largest  distilling  point  in  the  United 
States,  and  is  also  an  important  manufacturing  town.

Descriptive  Outilne— Leaving  Louisville  we  follow  the  Bardstown  Road  over  the 
old  military  highway,  which  was  built  in  1830,  and  is  still  in  good  condition.  The 
road  is  winding  and  has  many  sharp  turns  with  some  beautiful  views  from  the  numer- 
our  hilltops.  Bardstown,  the  county  seat  of  Nelson  County,  is  a quaint  old  Southern 
town,  and  it  was  here  that  “My  Old  Kentucky  Home”  was  written.  The  house  in 
which  this  song  was  composed  is  still  standing.  The  oldest  church  west  of  the  Alle- 
gheny Mlountains  is  passed  just  south  of  the  town.  Continuing,  we  pass  within  four 
miles  of  Gethsemane  Abbey,  a Trappist  monastery.  It  is  one  of  four  in  the  world 
and  the  only  one  in  the  United  States.  It  is  said  no  woman  has  ever  set  foot  inside 
its  sacred  walls.  The  road  crosses  Muldraugh’s  Hill,  made  famous  by  the  bandit, 
Jesse  James,  who  used  it  as  a hiding  place.  At  Buffalo  the  tourist  will  find  it  well 
worth  while  to  make  the  side  trip  to  Lincoln  Farm.  Here  the  government  has  built 
a magnificent  structure  over  the  cabin  where  Abraham  Lincoln  was  born.  The 
grounds  are  beautifully  kept  up  as  a park.  From  here  on  until  the  Green  River  is 
crossed  the  tourist  will  strike  the  worst  piece  of  road  on  the  entire  trip,  with  num- 
erous stretches  of  very  deep  sand  and  many  rocky  creek  beds.  At  Bear  Wallow  the 
road  makes  a detour  and  takes  in  Mammoth  Cave.  This  is  one  of  the  seven  wonders 
of  the  world  and  at  least  a two-day  stop  should  be  made  to  properly  see  this  wonderful 
work  of  nature.  Guides  are  furnished  to  show  the  tourist  through  the  cave  and  in 
this  way  about  two  trips  a day  can  be  made.  To  see  thoroughly  these  wonderful  sights 
five  trips  should  be  made.  The  next  towns  of  any  size  are  Glasgow,  county  seat  of 
Barren  County  and  Scottsville,  county  seat  of  Allen  County.  Just  south  of  here 
the  Tennessee  State  line  is  crossed  and  the  road  is  rough  and  rocky  through  country 
that  still  has  many  pictures  of  the  old  slavery  days.  At  Gallatin,  Tenn.,  good  macad-

am  is  followed  all  the  way  to  Nashville.  Nashville,  which  has  a population  of  110,364  is 
the  capital  of  Tennessee,  and  occupies  a rather  hilly  site  on  both  banks  of  the  Cumber- 
land River.  An  extensive  manufacture  of  hardwood  wares  is  carried  on  here:  it  also  has 
laige  flour  mills.  It  is  one  of  the  most  important  educational  centers  in  the  South  the 
being  Vanderbilt  University,  endowed  by  Cornelius  Vanderbilt 
Fisk  University,  foui^ed  by  Gen.  Clinton  B.  Fisk,  and  Roger  Williams  University  are 
also  located  here.  The  State  Capitol  grounds  have  an  equestrian  statue  of  Andrew 
Jackson,  former  President  Polk’s  tomb  is  also  located  here.  Among  the  places  of 
mterest  near  Nashville  are  “The  Hermitage,”  home  of  Gen.  Andrew  Jackson;  Belle 
Meade,  a famous  stock  farm  and  the  birthplace  of  Iroquois,  the  American  winner  of 
the  Fnglish  Derby.  The  National  Cemetery  is  also  near  the  city.

Lexington,  a thriving  city  of  about  40,000  inhabitants,  is  best  known  as  the  me- 
tropolis of  the  famous  “Blue  Grass  Country.”  It  is  also  one  of  the  chief  horse  and 
cattle  markets  of  the  Middle  West.  It  is  the  site  of  the  University  of  Kentucky  and 
State  Agricultural  and  Mechanical  College.  The  Blue  Grass  region,  which  covers  an 
area  of  about  10,000  square  miles,  is  a rolling,  fertile  plateau.  The  soil  is  rich  in  ag- 
riculture, and  the  raising  of  tobacco  and  hemp  is  carried  on  with  great  success.  Its 
characteristic  feature,  however,  consists  of  the  celebrated  pastures  of  “Blue  Grass,” 
and  the  stock  farms  are  numerous  in  the  vicinity  of  Lexington.  Probably  more  famous 
horses  have  been  bred  and  raised  on  these  farms  than  in  any  other  section  of  the 
world.  Among  the  most  famous  stock  farms  is  “Ashland,”  formerly  the  home  of

Points  of  Interest — Toledo,  the  Gateway  of  the  Great  Lakes,  with  a population  of 
200,000  is  situated  six  miles  from  Lake  Erie  on  Maumee  Bay  and  River,  and  is  noted 
for  Its  varied  manufactured  products,  for  having  one  of  the  finest  harbors  on  the 
Great  Lakes,  and  for  being  a particularly  attractive  city,  especiaily  in  summer  time. 
Toledo  has  many  beautiful  parks  covering  1,082  acres.  Ottawa  Park  contains  one  of 
the  finest  municipal  golf  links  in  the  country  for  free  public  use.  Every  sort  of  out- 
door sport  is  available,  canoeing,  rowing,  sailing,  or  bathing  at  Toledo  Beach,  one  of 
the  cleanest,  safest  and  most  attractive  beaches  on  fresh  water.  Toledo  is  interesting 
historically,  as  along  the  river  drive  are  located  Fort  Meigs,  Fort  Miami  and  Turkey 
Foot  Rock.  These  places  many  years  ago  were  battle  scenes,  and  played  a prominent 
part  in  the  early  development  of  this  section  of  the  country.  Leaving  the  hotel  dis- 
trict, north  on  Summit  Street,  following  the  river,  brings  us  to  Riverside  Park,  the 
Toledo  Yacht  Club  and  Bay  View  Park.  From  this  point  an  excellent  view  of  Maumee 
Bay  and  Lake  Erie  is  afforded;  returning  on  Summit  Street  to  Elm  Street  and  then 
south  on  Superior  Street,  brings  us  to  the  Newsboys  Building,  a home  for  the  little 
street  merchants.  Continuing  south  on  Superior  Street  to  Adarns  Street  and  west  on 
Adams  brings  us  to  Court  House  Square,  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  Masonic  and  Elks  Temples, 
Memorial  Hall  and  the  Old  High  School  building;  crossing  over  to  Madison  and  west  on 
Madison  we  pass  the  new  $600,000  postofflce  (on  the  left)  and  St.  Paul’s  M.  B.  Church 
directly  opposite.  Turning  to  the  left  for  two  squares  brings  us  to  Monroe  Street, 
out  of  which,  going  west,  we  pass  the  Art  Museum  (on  the  left),  which  is  the  finest 
building  of  its  kind  in  any  American  city  the  size  of  Toledo.  Turning  to  the  right 
brings  us  to  Toledo’s  famous  residence  district,  noted  for  being  the  most  uniformly 
beautiful  place  of  residence  of  any  city  in  the  country;  proceeding  out  Collingwood 
Ave.,  north  to  Ashland  Ave.,  brings  us  to  the  Ursuline  Academy  (on  the  left)  and  the 
new  High  School  Building.  Proceeding  down  Ashland  Avenue  brings  us  to  the  business 
section  again,  and  passing  over  to  the  east  side  and  following  the  river  south  over  a 
magnificent  road  takes  us  past  the  largest  plate  glass  factory  in  the  world,  the 
million  dollar  coal  and  ore  docks  of  the  C.,  H.  & D.  R.  R.,  Fort  Meigs  and  Perrys- 
burg.  Crossing  the  river  to  Maumee,  we  come  to  Fort  Miami  and  Turkey  Foot  Rock. 
Proceeding  again  toward  the  city  brings  us  past  the  Lucas  County  Children’s  Home, 
a city  filtration  plant  and  the  State  Asylum  for  the  Insane,  near  which  is  Walbridge 
Park  and  the  Zoo.  Toledo  is  the  home  of  the  famous  Overland  and  Ohio  Electric 
automobiles,  and  is  one  of  the  largest  distributing  centers  of  automobiles  ir  the 
country.

Via  Fremont,  Bellevue,  Norwalk,  Oberlin  and  Elyria.  Brick  and  asphalt,  with 
some  macadam,  to  Fremont.  Macadam  to  Monroeville;  concrete,  brick  and  macadam 
to  Oberlin;  macadam  to  Elyria;  and  from  .Elyria  to  Cleveland  is  one  of  the  finest 
stretches  of  macadam  and  brick  in  the  State  of  Ohio. 


Descriptive  Outline — This  route,  which  is  the  extension  eastward  of  the  Chicago- 
Cleveland  line,  follows  very  closely  the  shore  of  Lake  Erie  thru  a number  of  fiourish- 
ing  smaller  cities,  some  of  which  have  some  exceptionally  fine  residence  streets, 
others  being  distinctly  manufacturing  towns.  Fremont,  the  first  town  of  any  im- 
portance, has  a population  of  12,000.  It  is  the  former  home  of  Gen.  Rutherford  B. 
Hayes,  three  times  Governor  of  Ohio,  and  later  President  of  the  United  States.  His 
home,  containing  about  30  acres,  lies  right  in  the  city,  having  hundreds  of  beautiful 
shade  and  forest  trees.  The  Harrison  Trail  from  the  lakes  to  the  Ohio  River,  passes 
through  this  city,  which  for  so  many  years  was  used  by  the  FVench  and  Indians  in 
going  from  Canada  to  the  Ohio  River,  and  thence  to  the  Mississippi.  Fremont  is 
a great  cutlery  center,  having  some  of  the  largest  shear  and  razor  factories  in  the 
world,  the  most  important  being  the  Clauss  Shear  Co.,  and  Christie  Knife  Co.  It 
also  has  other  large  manufacturing  interests.  One  of  the  largest  dams  in  this  part 
of  the  country  can  be  seen  at  Ballvllle,  a suburb  of  Fremont,  where  about  3,500 
horse-power  is  developed. 

Bellevue  is  located  on  the  county  line  between  Huron  and  Sandusky  counties,  this 
line  being  the  western  boundary  of  the  old  Connecticut  Western  Reserve.  Both  of 
these  counties  take  their  names  from  Indian  tribes  formerly  living  in  this  vicinity. 
The  streets  are  well  paved  and  a half-hour  spin  through  the  resident  district  would 
be  time  well  spent.  The  late  Henry  M.  Flagler  lived  in  Bellevue  for  several  years  and 
conducted  business  in  a small  frame  building  standing  on  the  present  site  of  the 
Hasselbach  Block  on  the  west  side  of  S.  West  St.  The  largest  industrial  plant  is  the 
Ohio  Cultivator  Co.  with  shops  at  the  east  end  of  the  city.  A fine  Y.  M.  C.  A.  build- 
ing is  located  on  S.  West  St.,  one  square  from  the  center  of  the  city,  where  visitors  are 
welcome. 

Norwalk,  in  former  years  known  as  the  capital  of  the  Firelands,  is  sometimes 
called  the  “Maple  City,”  on  account  of  its  fine  streets,  well  shaded  by  beautiful  trees. 
The  name  “Firelands”  was  given  to  a section  of  land  of  about  60,000  acres  granted  by 
the  State  of  Connecticut  to  the  sufferers  by  fire  caused  by  the  British  in  their  in- 
cursions into  that  state.  The  history  of  the  “Firelands”  and  the  settlement  thereof 
makes  interesting  reading,  and  those  desiring  to  go  deeper  into  same  will  find  a 
visit  to  the  Firelands  Historical  Museum  well  worth  while.  On  the  eastern  edge  of 
the  city,  now  occupied  by  the  trolley  line,  is  the  “Old  State  Road,”  cut  out  and  opened 
through  the  forest  by  the  army  of  Gen.  William  H.  Harrison  in  the  year  1812.  The 
western  edge  of  the  city,  circling  the  brow  of  the  hill  overlooking  the  junction  of  four 
creeks,  is  the  site  of  an  old  fort.  Main  St.  is  built  on  the  old  east  and  west  Sand 
Ridge  Indian  Trail.  This  is  also  the  former  home  of  Rev.  Edw-  Thomson,  founder 
of  Ohio  Wesleyan  University,  and  Henry  W.  Shaw,  better  known  as  “Josh  Billings.” 

Oberlin,  the  home  of  Oberlin  College,  was  settled  in  1833.  The  historic  elm,  at  the 
southeast  corner  of  the  college  campus,  the  college  campus  itself  with  its  beautiful 
trees  and  walks,  the  substantial  college  buildings  constructed  of  Ohio  sandstone 
quarried  nearby  together  with  the  well-paved  streets,  shaded  by  overarching  elms, 
claim  the  attention  of  visitors.  The  college  has  thirty  buildings  now  in  use  for  its 
purposes,  most  important  of  which  are  Finney  Chapel  ($135,000),  the  Administration 
Building  ($78,000),  the  Carnegie  Library  ($155,000),  Warner  and  Rice  Halls,  the  home 
of  Conservatory  of  Music  ($282,000).  the  Men’s  Building  $160,000),  Warner  Gymnasium 
($80,000).  The  college  library  contains  275,000  volumes.  A new  Art  Building  is  to  be 
erected  in  the  summer  of  1915.  The  Olney  Art  Collection,  located  in  Carnegie  Library, 
the  Memorial  Arch  on  the  west  side  of  the  campus,  erected  in  memory  of  certain 
missionaries,  who  lost  their  lives  in  the  Boxer  insurrection  in  China  in  1900,  and  the 
New  Athletic  Field  at  the  north  end  of  Woodland  Avenue,  are  objects  of  special  inter- 
est. Admission  to  the  college  buildings  and  other  desired  information  may  be  secured 
by  application  at  the  College  Secretary’s  Office  in  the  Administration  Building.

Descriptive  Outline — Leaving  the  city  on  Broadway  we  follow  a picturesoue  road 
along  the  northwest  side  of  the  Maumee  River.  Just  before  reaching  Maumee  we  pass 
on  the  left  the  site  of  old  Fort  Miami,  which,  as  early  as  176^  was  a ^e^i^ch  mUUan® 
post  and  was  the  first  white  settlement  in  the  Maumee  Valley.  A little  farther  on 
we  pass  Dudl^  s Battle  Ground;  here  in  1813  Colonel  Dudley,  with  800  Kentuckians 
British  and  Indian  forces.  Dudley’s  forces  were  finally  ambushed  and 
captured,  the  remainder  being  killed.  Just  south  of  Maumee  we  pass 
Turkey  Foot  Rock,  where  Gen.  Anthony  Wayne,  in  August  1794 
men,  met  and  defeated  2,000  Indians  led  by  Chief  Turkey  Foot  This 
secured  the  Northwest  to  the  United  States.

Descriptive  Outline — The  first  part  of  this  route  is  over  the  excellent  macadam 
roads  for  which  Wood  County  is  so  famous,  the  route  being  very  direct  into  Fostorla. 
This  city  of  10,000  inhabitants  practically  owes  its  early  prosperity  to  Chas.  Foster, 
wlio  was  born  and  raised  here  and  at  one  time  was  Governor  of  the  state  and  later 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  under  President  Harrison.  On  account  of  its  location 
and  advantages  the  city  has  grown  steadily  until  increasing  Industries  have  brought 
into  Fostorla  six  steam  lines,  viz.:  B.  & O.,  Nickel  Plate,  T.  & O.  C.,  Hocking 
Valley,  Big  Four,  Lake  Erie  & Western,  and  three  electric  lines,  viz.:  Toledo,  Fostorla  & 
Findlay:  Fostorla  & Fremont  Lines,  with  through  cars  to  Cleveland  and  Lima,  and  the 
Fostoria  & Eastern  line,  thus  making  all  Important  cities  easily  accessible.  On  the 
edge  of  the  city  a monument  has  been  erected  on  the  spot  where  Colonel  Crawford 
was  burned  at  the  stake.  The  principal  manufacturing  industries  are  Fostoria  In- 
candescent Lamp  Works,  National  Carbon  Co.,  and  the  Harter  Milling  Co.  Continuing 
almost  directly  southeast  we  follow  a good  road  into  Upper  Sandusky,  county  seat  of 
Wyandot  County.  The  city  has  a population  of  4,000  and  is  situated  on  the  banks 
of  Sandusky  River  at  the  crossing  of  the  Pennsylvania  and  Hocking  Valley  railways, 
midway  between  Columbus  and  Toledo.  It  possesses  much  of  historical  interest, 
being  on  the.  line  of  Harrison’s  Trail  from  Portsmouth  to  Port  Clinton,  and  it  was 
here  General  Harrison  made  his  headquarters  and  camped  one  winter.  His  camp 
was  near  a large  spring  at  the  end  of  Wyandot  Ave.  and  the  site  is  now  occupied  by 
the  beautiful  Elks’  Home.  It  was  here  Crawford’s  battle  with  the  Delaware  Indians, 
assisted  by  British  troops,  occurred  in  June,  1782.*  A monument,  erected  by  the 
Wyandot  Pioneer  Association  in  June,  1882,  marks  the  spot.  The  old  Mission  Church, 
a structure  of  blue  limestone  erected  from  Government  funds  by  Rev.  James  B.  Fin- 
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ley,  a Methodist  missionary  among  the  Wyandot  Indians,  in  1821,  still  stands  In  the  old 
Indian  cemetery  where  many  of  the  chiefs  and  noted  Indians  are  buried.  From  here 
continue  southeast  into  Marlon,  where  we  meet  the  route  from  Cleveland.

Points  of  Interest — Cleveland,  the  county  seat  of  Cuyahoga  County,  with  a popula- 
tion of  560,663  (1910),  is  the  largest  city  of  Ohio  and  one  of  the  chief  manufacturing 
centers  of  the  country.  It  rivals  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  in  its  iron  and  steel  works,  is  one 
of  the  shipbuilding  centers  of  the  Great  Lakes,  is  second  only  to  New  York  In  Its 
manufacture  of  clothing  for  women,  and  to  Detroit  in  the  automobile  industry,  and 
has  Important  chewing  gum  factories. 

The  city  was  founded  in  1796  by  Moses  Cleveland.  His  statue  stands  in  the  Public 
Square  upon  the  spot  where  he  is  said  to  have  selected  the  site  for  the  town.  Men 
well  known  in  this  country  and  abroad  have  made  their  homes  in  Cleveland,  among 
whom  may  be  mentioned  James  A.  Garfield,  whose  house  at  Mentor,  O.,  a short 
distance  from  the  city,  is  still  occupied  by  the  family;  John  Hay;  Marcus  A.  Hanna, 
whose  former  residence  is  on  Lake  Ave.  on  the  west  side  of  Cleveland,  and  John  D. 
Rockefeller,  who  lives  at  Forest  Hill,  East  Cleveland,  when  in  the  city.  The  old 
Rockefeller  home  at  46th  St.  and  Euclid  Ave.  is  now  an  institution  for  the  care  of 
Inebriates. 

Western  Reserve  University  and  Case  School  of  Applied  Science  are  situated  on 
Euclid  Ave.  at  University  Circle.  A large  Roman  Catholic  College,  St.  Ignatius, 
stands  at  West  30th  and  Carroll  Ave.  Two  of  the  prominent  preparatory  schools 
are  the  Hathaway  Brown  School  for  girls  on  East  97th  St.  and  the  University  School 
for  boys  on  Hough  Ave.  and  East  71st  St.  The  region  of  Put-In -Bay,  the  scene  of 
the  Battle  of  Lake  .Erie,  reached  by  a boat  trip  of  several  hours  from  Cleveland,  is 
of  interest  to  the  historical  student. 

The  center  of  the  downtown  business  district  and  the  radiating  point  for  the 
largest  thoroughfares  is  the  Public  Square.  Of  particular  interest  here  is  the  Old 
Stone  Church  (1st  Presbyterian,  founded  in  1820)  and  the  Cuyahoga  County  Soldiers’ 
and  Sailors’  Monument.  The  Society  for  Savings  building  is  on  the  comer  of  Ontario 
St.  and  the  north  side  of  the  square.  Next  to  it  is  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and 
across  on  east  2d  St.  the  new  postofflce.  Going  up  Euclid  Avenue,  which  is  one  of 
the  longest  and  "most  beautiful  residence  streets  in  America’’;  one  passes  the  large 
superior  arcade  opposite  4th  St.;  Just  below  9th  St.  the  Hippodrome,  an  immense 
theater  and  finely  equipped;  at  9th  St.  the  Cleveland  Trust  Co.,  with  its  handsome 
interior  decorations  and  mural  paintings,  is  well  worth  a visit.  Passing  out  through 
the  residence  section,  at  107th  St.  Is  the  Western  Reserve  Historical  Society  Museum; 
Just  beyond  the  University  Circle  are  Case  School  of  Applied  Science  and  Western 
Reserve  University.  Here  also  begins  the  part  of  the  park  system  known  as  Wade 
Park,  extending  north  to  Rockefeller  and  Gordon  Park  on  the  lake.  Farther  out 
the  avenue  Lake  View  Cemetery,  with  its  Garfield  Memorial  and  Wade  Memorial 
Chapel,  is  one  of  the  beautiful  spots  of  the  city.

Conneaut  is  a city  of  12,000.  It  was  here  that  the  surveyors,  sent  out  by  the  Con- 
necticut Land  Co.,  first  tarried  in  the  Western  Reserve  in  1796  and  the  first  settlement 
of  a white  family  on  the  Reserve  occurred  late  in  the  same  year.  The  party  of  fifty 
surveyors,  headed  by  Moses  Cleveland,  sailed  up  Conneaut  Creek  and  a short  distance 

Through  its  purchase  of  the  Carnegie  steel  interests, 
the  United  States  Steel  Corporation  now  owns  thousands  of  acres  of  land  east  of  the 
city,  comprising  practically  all  the  land  between  the  main  road  and  the  lake,  and 
extending  from  Conneaut  to  Girard.  A mammoth  steel  plant  will  eventually  be 
located  on  this  land.

Descriptive  Outline — Erie,  Pa.,  one  of  the  busiest  manufacturing  cities  in  Pennsyl- 
vania and  an  important  shipping  point,  was  first  occupied  as  the  site  of  an  old  French 
fort,  later  founded  as  a town  hy  an  act  of  legislature  in  1795.  The  block  house,  which 
is  a fac-simile  of  the  old  French  fort  under  which  “Mad  Anthony”  Wayne  was  buried, 
may  still  be  seen.  The  State  Soldiers’  and  Sailors’  Home  is  located  here.  As  a manu- 
facturing city,  particularly  in  iron  and  steel  products,  it  claims  to  have  some  of  the 
largest  concerns  in  the  world,  the  most  notable  of  these  being  Erie  City  Iron  Works. 
Jareckl  Mfg.  Co.,  General  Electric  Co.  and  Burk  Electric  Co.  Before  reaching  Erie 
tourists  will  undoubtedly  have  noticed  that  the  route  is  through  rather  an  extensive 
grape  country.  During  the  next  76  miles  this  will  be  even  more  pronounced.  Just 
after  entering  New  York  State,  a few  miles  after  leaving  North  East,  we  come  into  the 
midst  of  the  famous  Chautauqua  grape  belt.  Westfield,  N.  T.,  Is  the  home  of 
Welch’s  Grape  Juice,  claimed  to  be  the  largest  manufactory  of  its  kind  in  the  world. 
Eight  miles  south  of  Westfield  and  1,000  feet  above  Lake  Erie  is  Chautauqua  Lake, 
where  the  original  Chautauqua  Assembly  Grounds  are  located.  About  a mile  north  of 
the  town  at  Old  Barcelona  Harbor,  an  old  lighthouse  is  still  kept  intact.  This  was 
the  first  lighthouse  to  use  natural  gas  for  its  illumination.  Originally,  what  is  known 
as  Westfield  was  laid  out  on  the  lake  shore,  but  today  it  is  very  little  more  than  a 
fishing  village  with  one  or  two  small  inns.  Fredonia,  N.  Y.,  was  the  first  place  in  the 
world  to  use  natural  gas  for  lighting  purposes.  This  officially  occurred  at  the  time  of 
Lafayette’s  visit  to  this  country  in  1826.  The  parks  in  the  center  of  the  village  are 
named  for  him.  This  was  also  the  boyhood  home  of  Commander  Wm.  B.  Cushing  of 
Albemarle  fame.

Descriptive  Outline — This  route  passes  thru  no  town  of  importance  with  the 
exception  of  Akron,  which  every  tourist  will  be  familiar  with  as  the  center  of  the 
rubber  industry,  particularly  in  the  production  of  automobile  tires.  The  most  impor- 
tant rubber  companies  are  the  B.  F.  Goodrich  Co.,  Goodyear  Tire  & Rubber  Co.,  Fire- 
stone Tire  & Rubber  Co.,  Miller  Rubber  Co.,  and  the  Swinehart  Tire  & Rubber  Co.  The 
22  rubber  concerns  in  this  city  give  employment  to  about  25,000  persons.  The  growth 
of  the  city,  due  to  the  rubber  industry,  has  been  phenomenal,  the  population  having 
almost  doubled  in  ten  years.  Akron  has  also  most  extensive  clay  factories  and  some  of 
the  largest  cereal  mills  in  the  country.  The  town  was  first  settled  in  1807  and  platted 
in  1825.  Portage  Path,  the  old  trail  used  by  the  Indians  in  making  their  portage  from 
the  Cuyahoga  River  to  the  Tuscarawas  on  trips  between  the  Great  Lakes  and  Ohio 
River,  runs  thru  the  western  edge  of  the  city.  This  trail  from  1785  to  1805  formed 
what  was  practically  the  western  boundary  line  of  the  United  States.  Akron  was  the 
home  of  John  Brown  for  a number  of  years  and  the  house  in  which  he  lived'  still 
stands  at  the  corner  of  Maple  St.  and  Diagonal  Road.  A monument  has  been  erected 
to  him  in  Perkins  Park.

Points  of  Interest — Columbus,  the  capital  of  Ohio,  Is  an  important  railroad  and 
Industrial  center  numbering  among  its  manufacturers  some  of  the  largest  of  their 
kind  in  the  world.  The  site  of  Columbus  was  originally  occupied  by  the  Wyandotte 
Indians,  and  what  is  now  known  as  West  Columbus,  on  the  western  bank  of  the  Scioto 
River,  in  the  earlier  days  was  Franklinton,  a thriving  Indian  village.  The  city  was 
chosen  as  the  site  of  the  State  Capitol  in  1816,  and  at  that  time  was  laid  out  as  a city 
on  the  east  bank  of  the  river,  where  there  was  no  town  to  speak  of,  and  only  a few 
scattered  dwellings.  Up  to  that  time  the  Legislature  convened  first  at  Chllllcothe  and 
lat^r  in  Zanesville.  The  city  is  rated  as  one  of  the  wealthiest  in  the  United  States  and 
a trip  through  the  residential  sections  is  well  worth  while,  as  the  homes  are  not  only 
attractive,  but  the  streets  are  well  shaded  and  kept  in  exceptionally  good  condition. 
In  addition  to  the  Capitol  Building,  in  the  heart  of  the  city,  is  the  Federal  Building 
just  opposite,  and  on  the  northern  edge  of  the  city  are  the  buildings  of  the  State  Uni- 
versity. In  the  northeastern  section  the  government  maintains  a military  post  locally 
known  as  “The  Barracks.”  No  tourist  visiting  Columbus  should  fail  to  make  the  trip 
to  one  or  two  of  the  larger  stock  farms,  the  best  known  being  the  Hartman  Stock 
Farm,  about  seven  miles  south  of  the  Capitol  Building  on  High  St.

Over  level  country  on  good  gravel 
or  macadam  practically  all  the  way.  With  scenic  option  Columbus  to  Marion,  via 
Dublin  and  Prospect,  down  the  Scioto  Valley — see  Note  (b). 

Descriptive  Outline — Leaving  the  city  on  North  High  St.,  the  route  is  straight  north 
through  numerous  smaller  towns  into  Delaware,  county  seat  of  Delaware  County. 
Here  the  Ohio  Wesleyan  University  is  located.  On  William  St.,  one  block  from  the 
postoffice,  Rutherford  B.  Hayes,  the  19th  President  of  the  U.  S.,  was  born.  The  well- 
known  Delaware  grape  was  first  discovered  growing  on  the  banks  of  the  Scioto  in 
about  1850.  The  most  interesting  object  in  Marlon  is  the  Soldiers’  Memorial  Chapel, 
dedicated  August,  1888.  During'  the  year  of  1812  a great  many  roads  from  the*  south 
were  opened  through  the  country  on  the  way  to  Lake  Erie,  and  what  is  now  Greens 
Camp  Township  was  used  by  the  troops  under  General  Green  as  an  encampment  at 
Rocky  Point.  Bucyrus,  county  seat  of  Crawford  County,  is  peculiar  in  that  the 
northern  part  of  the  city  is  on  the  watershed  of  the  St.  Lawrence  and  the  watershed 
of  the  Gulf  of  Mexico.  It  boasts  of  very  extensive  industries.  The  American  Clay 
Machinery  Co.  is  said  to  be  the  largest  of  its  kind  in  the  world  in  the  manufacture  of 
machinery  for  producing  all  sorts  of  clay  products.  The  Bucyrus  Copper  Kettle  fac- 
tories and  the  Roehr  Company,  producers  of  fine  interior  woodwork,  add  to  the  list  of 
extensive  manufactories.  There  are  also  extensive  industries  in  the  manufacture  of 
steel  and  iron  products.  After  leaving  Bellevue  see  Route  561  for  points  of  Interest 
into  Cleveland.

Descriptive  Outline — As  will  he  noted  from  the  following  data  this  road  is  over  the 
Old  National  Highway  the  first  part  of  the  way  straight  Into  Springfield,  county  seat 
of  Clark  County.  This  is  a city  of  nearly  60,000  population,  first  founded  in  about  1810. 
Among  Its  educational  institutions  Wittenberg  College  is  the  best  known.  It  is 
distinctively  a manufacturing  city,  numbering  among  its  industries  the  International 
Harvester  Co.  American  Seeding  Machine  Co.,  Kelley  Motor  Truck  Co.  and  Spring- 
field  Malleable  Iron  Co.  Leaving  the  Old  National  Road  at  this  point  the  route  is 
slightly  to  the  southward  into  Dayton,  county  seat  of  Montgomery  County.  Its 
phenomenal  recovery  from  the  devastation  wrought  by  the  fioods  of  1913  will  long 
stand  as  a tribute  to  the  wonderful  co-operative  powers  of  American  industries  and  the 
business  men  of  Dayton.  The  population  of  the  city  Is  now  about  125,000,  and  it  Is 
sometimes  known  as  the  "Gem  City”  on  account  of  the  low  hills  surrounding  it.  The 
first  house  was  built  in  1796  and  was  known  as  "Newcomb’s  Tavern.”  In  the  early 
times  it  was  a famous  trading  post  and  many  interesting  tales  have  been  handed  down 
of  Indian  attacks  and  trappers’  experiences.  The  old  house  with  its  original  furnish- 
ings is  still  standing  as  it  was  built.  A beautiful  little  park  surrounds  the  place.  The 
visitor  might  find  it  interesting  to  see  the  old  sun  dial  and  visit  the  house  with  its 
ineffaceable  Colonial  atmosphere.  The  park  and  “old  log  cabin”  are  located  almost 
in  the  heart  of  the  city  along  the  bank  of  the  Miami  River.  The  Soldiers’  and  Sailors’ 
Monument  stands  at  the  head  of  the  park  (on  Main  Street)  and  Steele  High  School  is 
directly  opposite. 

The  city  has  a world-wide  reputation  because  of  the  location  and  achievements  of 
the  Wright  Brothers  and  the  National  Cash  Register  Co.  The  testing  grounds  for  the 
former  are  Just  outside  the  city  and  almost  any  fine  day  a visitor  has  the  opportunity 
of  seeing  numerous  flights  by  students  and  Instructors  at  the  flying  school.  'The 
National  Cash  Register  Co.  is  universally  recognized  as  one  of  the  “model  plants  of 
the  world.”  The  wonderful  organization  has  been  built  up  by  John  H.  Patterson  from 
an  industry  in  one  room  to  its  present  dimensions.  Its  wonderful  “employees’  wel- 
fare” work  has  been  a distinguishing  feature  from  the  first,  and  it  is  to  study  this  that 
manufacturers  from  Europe  and  all  the  world  have  visited  Dayton.  Every  day  there 
are  tours  conducted  thru  the  plant  and  lectures  illustrated  by  the  best  motion  and 
klnemacolor  pictures  are  given  in  the  auditorium.  Everyone  is  welcome  at  all  times. 

“Hills  and  Dales”  is  just  south  of  the  city.  It  is  the  property  of  Mr.  Patterson,  but 
is  open  to  the  public  at  all  times.  This  is  a tract  of  some  twelve  hundred  acres  and 
is  one  of  the  most  beautiful  natural  parks  in  the  United  States.  The  motorist  will 
find  miles  of  winding,  well-kept  roads  thru  the  park.  Scattered  thru  Hills  and 
Dales  are  rustic  camps  accommodated  to  the  needs  of  picnic  parties.  Kitchen  utensils 
of  all  kinds,  wood  to  build  roaring  open  fires  and  water  are  kept  in  all  these  camps. 
The  only  conditions  are  that  things  be  left  in  as  good  condition  as  they  are  found. 

In  addition  to  the  prominent  industries  mentioned  above,  Dayton  has  many  other 
prosperous  manufacturing  plants,  important  among  them  being  the  Apple  Electric 
Co.  and  Dayton  Engineering  Laboratories  Co.  Leaving  Dayton  this  route  passes 
thru  the  plant  and  grounds  of  the  National  Cash  Register  organization,  going  south- 
ward thru  numerous  small  towns,  prominent  among  which  is  Richmond.  This  is 
distinctly  a city  of  residences  with  many  fine  old  homes  and  beautiful  streets.  A 
number  of  the  former  are  of  the  Southern  Colonial  type  surrounded  by  attractive 
grounds.  In  the  vicinity  there  are  many  exceptionally  beautiful  drives.  We  enter  the 
Indiana  capital  via  Washington  St.,  following  that  thoroughfare  to  Meridian  St.,  near 
the  State  House.

Points  of  Interest  Cincinnati,  with  its  location  on  the  Ohio  River,  was  one  of 
the  very  earliest  places  to  be  settled  in  Ohio,  as  this  well-known  waterway  carried 
the  bulk  of  the  settlers  crossing  the  mountains  into  the  then  new  territory.  Today 
^ second  city  in  Ohio,  and  is  best  known  for  its  extensive  manufacture  of 
machinery  and  machine  tools,  and  it  is  said  to  be  the  leading  American  city  In 
office  furniture,  printing  Ink  and  harness.  It  is  the  birthplace 
of  Wm.  Howard  Taft,  former  president  of  the  United  States;  Governor  Harmon  and 
. Rutherford  B.  Hayes,  twice  governor  of  Ohio  and  later  president 
of  the  United  States,  lived  in  Cincinnati  for  a number  of  years.  The  best  known 
educational  institutions  are  the  University  of  Cincinnati,  founded  by  Chas.  MacMillan, 
the  Hebrew  Union  College,  Ohio  Mechanics’  Institute,  Art  Academy  and  Lane  Theo- 
logical Seminary. 

A trip  through  the  residential  section  is  well  worth  while,  as  the  homes  are  not 
only  some  of  the  finest  in  America,  but  being  located  on  the  heights  surrounding 
the  city,  some  excellent  views  of  the  Ohio  River  and  Valley  are  to  be  had.  On  the 
opposite  bank  of  the  Ohio  in  Kentucky  are  the  cities  of  Covington  and  Newport, 
connected  with  CIncIrmatl  by  five  fine  bridges.  One  of  these,  the  suspension  bridge, 
Roebling  in  1865  at  a cost  of  $1,800,000;  rebuilt  and  enlarged 
Interesting  points  are:  The  monument  marking  the  site  of  Fort  Washington 
on  3d  St.,  Just  east  of  Broadway;  tojnb  of  Wm.  Henry  Harrison  at  North  Bend: 
Clover  Nook,  home  of  Alice  and  Phoebe  Cary;  the  old  Beecher  home  on  Gilbert 
faV  ho'ise  where  T Buchanan  Read  wrote  Sheridan’s  Ride,  is  still  standing  at 
49  E.  8th  St.  Fountain  Square,  in  the  heart  of  the  city.  Vine  & 5th  Sts.,  derives 
Its  name  from  the  Tyler-Davidson  Fountain  designed  by  August  von  Kreling  In  the 
Art  Museum,  with  its  handsome  group  of  buildings  located  at  Eden  Park,  are  not 
only  collections  of  paintings  sculptures,  engravings,  etc.,  but  the  historical  collection 
of  Rookwood  pottery.  The  Zoological  Gardens  are  supposed  to  be  the  finest  and  most 
complete  in  the  country.  Fort  Thomas,  an  important  military  post,  is  beautifully 
situated  in  the  Kentucky  hills.  Just  behind  Newport.  ^

The  Ohio  Soldiers’  and  Sailors’  Orphan  Home  is  located  in  Xenia,  and  is  the 
city’s  chief  show  place.  Three  miles  east  is  located  Wilberforce  University,  one  of 
the  largest  institutions  for  the  education  of  the  colored  race  in  the  country.  Antioch 
College,  founded  by  Horace  Mann,  is  located  at  Yellow  Springs,  nine  miles  north  of 
Xenia,  and  Cedarville  College  is  located  at  Cedarville,  nine  miles  east.  Here  is  also 
located  Xenia  Theological  Seminary,  one  of  the  oldest  United  Presbyterian  schools  in 
the  country.  Three  miles  north  of  the  city  is  located  Old  Town,  formerly  Old  Chilli- 
cothe, where  some  of  the  most  thrilling  incidents  of  the  early  Indian  warfare  were 
enacted.

Descriptive  Outline — Leaving  Cincinnati  the  route  is  through  one  of  the  finest 
residence  sections  of  the  city.  Just  after  Madisonville  we  wind  up  the  well-known 
Indian  trail,  following  the  Old  State  Road  almost  straight  east.  Hillsboro,  county 
seat  of  Highland  County,  has  a population  of  5,000  and  is  one  of  the  oldest  cities 
in  the  state.  Here,  in  1873,  was  inaugurated  one  of  the  most  unique  temperance 
movements  in  history.  Although  a failure  as  regards  its  direct  purpose,  Its  effect 
was  widespread  at  the  time.  The  chief  point  of  historical  interest  is  the  quaint 
which  was  the  home  of  Allen  Trimble,  one  of  the  early  governors  of 
Ohio,  and  which  later  became  the  home  of  his  daughter,  Eliza  Jane  Thompson,  who 
w known  the  world  over  as  the  Mother  of  the  Woman’s  Crusade  which  was  born 
here  in  1873.  To  the  southeast,  a distance  of  17  miles,'  will  be  found  the  Great 
Serpent,  an  effigy  erected  by  a prehistoric  race  known  as  the  Mound  Builders.  This 
only  two  of  the  kind  in  the  world,  the  other  being  in  Asia.  The  serpent 
is  1,450  feet  long  and  lies  on  the  top  a high  bluff  overlooking  the  beautiful  Brush- 
creek  V^ley  and  is  in  the  center  of  a park  purchased  and  now  owned  and  kept  up 
by  the  Peabody  Institute  of  Boston  on  account  of  its  prehistoric  interest.  It  is 
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visited  by  thousands  of  people  annually.  About  13  miles  east  of  Hillsboro  the  tourist 
may  diverge  slightly  to  visit  the  rocky  fork  of  Paint  Creek,  which  at  that  point 
passes  through  a deep  gorge  in  some  places  more  than  100  feet  high,  forming  a series 
of  wild,  picturesque  views;  there  are  also  numerous  caves  in  the  vicinity.

Steubenville,  county  seat  of  Jefferson  County,  has  a population  of  22,891.  It  is 
one  of  rte  most  Important  steel  cities,  being  48  miles  west  of  Pittsburgh  and  situated 
on  the  Ohio  River.  Among  the  large  steel  mills  are  the  Mingo  Works  of  the  Carneeie 
Steel  Co  and  Phillips  Sheet  & Tin  Plate  Co.  Here  is  located  the  oldLt  pa?er  Sl1 
west  of  the  Alleghenies,  which  manufactured  the  longest  roll  of  paper  ever  made, 
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14  miles  in  length.  Near  by,  the  famous  Acme  glass  chimneys  are  blown.  Edwin  M. 
Stanton,  Attorney-General  under  President  Buchanan  and  Secretary  of  War  under 
Lincoln,  was  born  and  made  his  home  here.  On  the  slope  of  tlie  bluffs,  overlooking 
the  city,  is  the  homestead  of  the  famous  “Fighting  McCooks,”  forty-five  of  whom 
were  enlisted  in  the  Union  armies  and  rose  to  high  official  positions.  Steubenville 
was  also  the  birthplace  of  the  father  of  Woodrow  Wilson,  and  he  lived  here  until  two 
years  before  the  birth  of  his  son.  Steubenville  was  the  scene  of  the  final  days  of 
“Morgan’s  Kaid”;  he  was  captured  close  to  the  northern  boundary  of  the  county, 
making  it  the  high  water  mark  of  the  Civil  War.

Points  of  Interest — Wheeling,  located  in  the  beautiful  Ohio  Valley,  has  50,000 
population  and  has  four  times  as  many  in  the  immediate  suburbs  in  West  Virginia, 
Ohio  and  Pennsylvania.  Belmont  County,  Ohio,  the  largest  coal  producing  county  in 
that  state,  lies  opposite.  Wheeling  is  the  largest  city  and  commercial  center  of 
West  Virginia,  which  stands  at  the  top  in  the  production  of  coal,  oil,  gas  and  timber. 
The  city  was  settled  about  1770  by  Col.  Ebenezer  Zane  and  his  brothers,  who  came 
over  the  Allegheny  Mountains  from  what  was  then  Eastern  Virginia,  and  the  town 
grew  up  about  Fort  Henry,  built  in  1774,  at  the  top  of  what  is  now  Main  Street  hill. 
The  site  is  now  marked  by  a tablet,  erected  by  the  state.  Wheeling  was  established 
as  a town  In  1796  and  incorporated  in  1806  as  the  county  seat  of  Ohio  county.  It 
was  located  In  the  early  days  on  the  National  Road,  and  later  on  many  of  the 
principal  trunk-line  railroads,  which,  together,  have  made  it  an  important  trading 
and  manufacturing  city,  .• — ^ ....

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and  the  first  capltol  was  located  here  from  1863  to  1870  and  later — 1875  to  1885 — 
when  the  seat  of  government  was  finally  moved’  to  Charleston. 

The  principal  Industries  of  Wheeling  are  the  manufacture  of  iron,  steel,  tinplate, 
glass,  enameled  ware,  pottery  and  tobacco  products.  Many  of  these  are  the  largest 
of  their  kind  in  the  country,  glass,  steel  and  tobacco  being  the  most  important.  There 
are  15,000  miners  employed  in  the  collieries  within  a radius  of  twenty  miles  of  the 
city.  The  suspension  bridge  at  10th  street  was  one  of  the  first  across  the  Ohio 
River.  What  is  locally  known  as  “McCulloch’s  Leap”  is  on  the  National  Road  at 
the  crest  of  B’ulton  Hill.  At  this  spot  the  celebrated  Indian  fighter  escaped  his 
pursuers  by  going  over  the  precipice  160  feet  high.  The  Henry  Clay  Monument, 
erected  to  the  great  commoner  in  1820  for  his  services  in  the  construction  of  the 
National  Road,  is  located  at  Monument  Place,  about  five  mites  east  of  the  city.

Route  Center — The  immense  area  In  the  heart  of  the  business  section,  including 
the  Campus  Martius  and  the  adjoining  Cadillac  Square,  have  been  taken  as  the 
starting  point  for  all  routes  out  of  Detroit.  The  Soldiers’  Monument  is  located  here 
and  the  City  Hall,  the  County  Building,  the  largest  hotel  and  one  of  the  largest 
office  buildings  front  on  this  area.  It  is  the  junction  of  six  important  thoroughfares, 
the  principal  ones  being  Woodward  and  Michigan  Avenues.  The  latter  runs  due 
east  and  west  and  the  former  a little  west  of  north.  As  strangers  quite  often  find 
themselves  confused  as  to  the  points  of  compass  in  this  city,  we  suggest  that  fre- 
quent reference  be  made  to  the  city  map. 

Points  of  Interest — Detroit  is  the  metropolis  of  Michigan  and  an  Important  point 
both  as  a railroad  center  and  in  the  navigation  of  the  Great  Lakes.  The  automobile 
owner  is  particularly  interested  in  this  city,  due  to  the  number  of  automobile  factories 
located  here,  as  it  is  undoubtedly  the  most  important  automobile  manufacturing 
center  in  the  world.  This  industry  employes  about  65,000  men  with  an  output  valued 
at  over  $200,000,000,  being  nearly  half  the  total  manufacturing  product  of  the  city. 
This  Industry  is  aimo.st  entirely  the  growth  of  the  past  ten  years,  and  accounts 
largely  for  the  unexampled  advance  made  within  that  period.  In  addition  to  auto- 
mobiles, Detroit  is  the  leading  city  in  the  country  in  the  manufacture  of  pharma- 
ceutical preparations,  adding  machines,  stoves,  varnish,  overalls,  aluminum  castings 
and  soda  ash  and  similar  alkaline  products.  It  has  in  all  about  2,500  factories,  with 
130,000  wage  earners.  The  population  of  the  city  was  estimated  in  October,  1913, 
at  580,000,  and  it  had  for  some  time  been  increasing  at  the  rate  of  fully  3,000  a 
month. 

The  site  of  the  present  city  was  first  visited  by  La  Salle  in  1670,  and  in  1701  Sieur 
de  la  Mothe  Cadillac  came  from  Quebec  with  100  soldiers  and  established  the  military 
post,  Fort  Pontchartrain,  which  successively  came  into  control  of  the  British  and 
later  the  United  States,  the  Americans  gaining  final  control  in  September.  1813.  The 
last  traces  of  these  early  fortifications  have  long  since  disappeared,  although  bronze 
tablets  mark  their  sites.  The  government  still  maintains  a military  post  known  as 
Fort  Wayne,  located  about  four  miles  west  of  the  CJty  Hall.  Woodward  Ave., 
extending  from  the  river  northwest,  divides  the  city  into  two  practically  equal  parts. 
The  lower  end  of  this  thoroughfare  is  the  center  of  the  principal  retail  district.  A 
few  blocks  near  the  central  portion  of  the  avenue  are  given  over  to  automobile 
garages  and  sales  rooms.  Upon  the  remaining  sections  are  many  of  the  finest 
residences  and  churches. 

Detroit’s  park  and  boulevard  system  constitutes  one  of  its  chief  attractions.  The 
Grand  Boulevard,  nearly  12  miles  in  length,  encircles  the  central  portion  of  the  city, 
touching  the  river  at  each  end.  From  the  eastern  terminus  a bridge  extends  across 
one  channel  of  the  river  to  Belle  Isle,  a beautiful  park  over  700  acres  in  extent.  Every 
facility  is  here  supplied  for  canoeing,  sailing  and  skating.  In  addition  there  is  a

fine  zoological  collection,  a large  aquarium,  agricultural  building  and  casino.  As  far 
as  possible  the  natural  features  in  the  way  of  trees  and  shrubbery  have  been  kept 
intact,  making  it  particularly  attractive  during  the  summer  months.

Outline— The  road  goes  almost  straight  north  from  Detroit  direct  Into 
Mt.  Clemens,  county  seat  of  Maccomb  County,  with  a population  of  9,000.  It  was 
founded  by  Christian  Clemens,  a native  of  Pennsylvania,  in  1819.  A monument  to 
the  founder,  stands  in  Clemens  Park  on  Gratiot  Ave.  Mount  Clemens  is  famous  as  a 
health  resort,  and  it  is  estimated  that  26,000  visitors  come  here  annually  to  bathe 
in  the  mineral  waters.  These  Waters  were  discovered  about  forty  years  ago  when 
some  luon  were  boring  for  salt,  and  their  curative  values  became  known  a few 
years  la-ter.  This  water,  which  is  dark  in  color,  is  strongly  impregnated  with  mineral 
salts  and  has  been  found  especially  efficacious  for  the  treatment  of  rheumatism, 
blood,  nervous  and  skin  diseases.  It  is  pumped  from  deep  wells  and  supplied  to 
about  a dozen  bath  houses,  some  of  which  are  ^mong  the  most  beautiful  in  the 
Clemens  is  situated  on  the  Clinton  River,  about  six  miles  from  Its 
mouth.  The  stream  is  navigable  for  craft  of  not  more  than  nine  feet  draft  and  more 
than  a hundred  gas  boats  ply  the  river.  It  is  about  two  miles  in  a direct  line  from 
the  city  to  Lake  St.  Clair.  Port  Huron,  county  seat  of  St.  Clair  County,  has  a popula- 
tion of  over  25,000.  Thomas  A.  Edison  spent  his  boyhood  in  Port  Huron.  Here  is 
located  the  St.  Clair  tunnel,  which  runs  beneath  the  St.  Clair  River,  connecting 
Canada  and  the  United  States.

of  fishermen  who  found  the  lakes  and  rlyers  rich  with  their  prey,  and  a few  stragglers 
who  liked  the  climate  and  determined  to  remain  and  take  their  chances.  There 
were  then  a number  of  small  saw  mills  in  operation,  and  the  following  year,  when 
came  the  discovery  of  salt,  there  started  an  Infiux  of  settlers  which  to  this  day  has 
not  stopped.  In  1866  the  village  thought  it  was  large  and  dignified  enough  to  be- 
come a city  and  the  legislature  was  of-  the  same  opinion.  When  Bay  City  was 
Incorporated  it  had  a population  of  3,359  and  five  years  afterward,  when  the  Federal 
census  was  taken,  the  inhabitants  had  increased  to  7,064.  Lumber  and  salt  marched 
hand  in  hand  for  ten  years,  calling  for  additional  labor  as  the  business  expanded,  and 
in  the  Federal  census  of  1880,  20,693  people  were  enumerated.  From  that  time  the 
growth  of  the  city  has  been  steady  and  gradual,  until  the  last  census  in  1910  showed 
a population  of  45,166. 

The  development  of  the  lumber  business  reached  a point  which  made  Bay  City 
the  largest  lumber  producing  center  in  the  United  States.  Several  fleets  of  vessels 
were  engaged  in  the  carrying  trade,  transporting  lumber  to  all  ports  of  the  ..Oreai 
Lakes,  where  it  was  manufactured  into  building  material.  Slowly  Bay  City  awakened 
to  the  fact  that  its  resources  were  being  used  to  upbuild  other  cities,  and  when 
this  became  known.  Bay  City  began  building  planing  mills,  box  factories,  sa^  and 
door  factories  and  other  wood  working  establishments.  Gradually  the  shipment  of 
rough  lumber  by  water  ceased,  and  dressed  lumber  began  moving  out  by  rail,  a 
practice  that  is  retained  to  this  day. 


Bay  City  is  an  industrial  Center,  because  of  the  proximity  of  raw  mkterlals.  In 
the  main  her  industries  are  the  outgrowth  of  small  beginnings,  and  the  stalwart 
shops  of  which  she  is  so  justly  proud  show  that  eaj-ly  promises  have  been  fully 
realized.  In  the  early  days  In  our  city,  tools  were  of  the  crudest  patteri>,  and 
mechanical  machinery  was  practically  unknown,  while  we  now  manufacture  many 
pieces  of  the  most  wonderful  mechanism  made  for  special  lines  of  work.  Its  products 
are  widely  known  and  of  such  a character  that  the  city  has  become  known  as  the 
“home  of,  skilled  mechanics.”  This  is  accounted  for  by  the  introduction  into  the 
city  of  sugar  factories,  chicory  ' works,  railroads,  alcohol  distillery,  using  refuse 
molasses  works,  knitting  mills,  textile  goods  factories,  canneries,  knock-down-house 
companies,  veneer  works,  and  many  other  industries  of  a diversified  character.  So 
different  are  the  industries  of  Bay  City  that  in  case  of  a slump  in  business  covering 
a certain  line  of  goods,  the  whole  city  will  not  feel  the  evil  effects.  The  number  of 
labor-employing  institutions  ,is  nearly  400. 

While  the  city  has  been  growing  and  developing,  the  same  prosperity  has  followed 
the  country  adjacent  thereto.-  -More  than  a million  dollars  have  been  expended  in 
the  building  of  trunk  macadamized  roads  in  all  directions  from  the  city.  ■ They  begin 
at  the  county  line  on  the  south  and  extend  to  the  county  line  on  the  north.  The  same 
obtains  in  the  other  direction,  from  the  east  to  the  west.  Then  in  addition  are  many 
miles  of  branch  stone  roads  which  penetrate  the  farming  sections  on  all  sides,  making 
country  life  less  arduous  and  placing-  the  farmer  in  a position  where  he  can  come  to 
the  city  at  all  seasons  of  the  year  with  the  output  of  his  farm.  No  county  in  Michigan 
is  better  supplied  with  improved  highways  than  Bay  and  every  year  sees  -$55,000 
put  into  this  good  road  system.  Bay  was  the  first  county  in  the  state  to  make  tjjie 
experiment  and  having  found  it  a paying  one,  has  continued  the  system  and  it  ha^ 
no  regrets  to  offer.  Broad,  well  cultivated  fields  now  extend  on  every  side  of  thesd 
Improved  roads  and  the  value  of  farms  has  risen  accordingly.  The  total  mileage  of 
stone  in  Bay  County  is  close  to  one  hundred. 

The  city  owns  its  own  municipal  electric  lighting  plant,  furnishing  light  fer 
upwards  of  500  arc  street  lights,  in  addition  to  doing  a commercial  business  for  some 
1,700  consumers.  Bay  City  was  the  first  city  in  the  United  States  to  build  and 
operate  an  electric  plant  for  the  making  of  its  own  street  lights.  The  city  has  just 
contracted  to  purchase  new  machinery  for  the  electric  plant  by  which  its  output  will 
be  doubled  and  the  expense  of  production  lowered. 

There  are  two  water  works  plants,  one  on  the  east  side  and  the  other  on  the  west, 
both  drawing  from  the  Saginaw  bay  for  their  supply  of  water.  The  capacity  per 
day  is  18,500,000  gallons  and  the  average  daily  output  6,000,000  gallons. 

To  the  vast  territory  of  agricultural,  mineral  and  forest  resources  comprising 
northeastern  Michigan,  Bay  City  is  the  gateway.  Bay  City  is  the  actual  base  of  the 
Horn  of  Plenty.  It  is  the  beginning,  the  opening,  the  sluiceway,  through  which  north- 
eastern Michigan  is  to  be  developed.  Through  its  gates  pass  the  settlers  to  the  north- 
land,  and  through  its  portals  come  the  products  of  the  soli,  for  here  He  the  markets 
for  the  products  of  the  earth — the  work  and  labor  of  the  brawn  and  muscle  of  the 
great  North.

Michigan  Pike”  thru  Whitehall  and  Montague — both  White  Lake  resorts — into  Oceana 
County,  the  center  of  the  fruit  belt.  Shelby  and  Hart  (county  seat)  ship  immense 
quantities  of  peaches  and  apples  annually.  At  Pentwater  the  route  reaches  the 
lake  and  follows  a short  distance  from  the  shore-line  into  Ludington,  an  all-the-year 
port  for  Lake  Michigan  car  ferries.  Here  is  located  the  largest  salt  plant  in  the  world, 
and  also  the  lumber  industry  of  the  Stearns  Salt  & Lumber  Co.  Excellent  roads  lead 
to  Manistee,  the  chief  salt-producing  center  of  the  West,  and  still  an  important  lumber 
city.  Five  miles  from  the  city,  and  located  on  the  main  pike,  is  the  Nellie  Whitney 
Fruit  Farm  of  375  acres,  probably  the  largest  and  most  up-to-date  orchard  in  Michi- 
gan, with  the  exception  of  the  Buckley  & Douglas  orchard  some  two  miles  farther 
north,  which  contains  475  acres  and  over  26,000  trees.

CUSTOMS  REGULATIONS  DOMINION  OF  CANADA 


The  entry  of  an  American  car  into  the  Dominion  of  Canada  is 
subject  to  the  following  regulations: 

If  entering  for  pleasure  purposes  only,  and  for  a stay  of  not  more 
than  six  months,  it  is  necessary  in  order  to  avoid  payment  of  the  duty, 
to  secure  a bond  for  double  the  estimated  duties,  based  on  appraisement 
of  the  car  by  the  customs  officer,  said  bond  to  be  guaranteed  by  two 
Canadian  citizens  approved  by  the  Collector  of  Customs.  Also,  a de- 
posit of  twenty-five  dollars,  which  is  returned  upon  the  exportation 
of  the  car.  To  avoid  the  tiresome  formalities  of  bonding,  etc.,  automo- 
bilists  may  avail  themselves  of  the  special  arrangement  which  the  fol- 
lowing customs  brokers  have  with  the  Dominion  authorities,  whereby 
they  are  able  to  furnish  bond  and  customs  touring  permit  for  a fee  of 
five  dollars,  no  cash  deposit  being  required.  This  permit  can  be  mailed 
to  the  home  of  the  intended  tourist,  and  is  good  for  crossing  into

To  tourists  personally  known  to  the  authorities  and  contemplating 
a stay  of  less  than  seven  days  in  the  Dominion,  the  customs  agents 
are  authorized — at  their  discretion — to  issue  free  of  charge  a 7-day 
touring  permit,  which  is  valid  in  lieu  of  bond,  even  when  exit  is  made 
at  a point  different  from  that  of  entry. 


UNITED  STATES  CUSTOMS  REGULATIONS 

Governing  the  Importation  of  Foreign-Owned,  Foreign-Built  Automo- 

bles  Into  the  United  States. 

Non-resident  owners  of  automobiles  contemplating  touring  in  the 
United  States,  and  importing  their  cars  for  pleasure  purposes  only,  are 
subject  to  the  following  regulations: 

(a)  If  for  a temporary  stay  not  exceeding  seven  days:  The  non- 

resident owner  of  a foreign-built  automobile  should  secure  from  the 
American  Consul  for  the  district  in  which  he  resides,  or  at  the  place 
of  his  departure,  a certificate  of  identification,  together  with  a descrip- 
tion of  his  automobile.  The  owner  must  then  report  at  the  first  Custom 
House  after  entering  the  United  States  and  present  such  certificate 
to  the  Collector  of  Customs,  who  will  admit  the  automobile  without 
formal  entry  and  will  issue  a certificate  to  be  presented  to  the  Col- 
lector at  the  port  of  departure  from  the  United  States.  In  such  cases 
(seven  days  or  less)  a bond  is  not  required. 

(b)  If  the  stay  be  for  more  than  seven  days  and  less  than  six 

months:  In  this  case  a bond  is  required  for  double  the  value  of  the 

estimated  duty.  Sureties  must  be  residents  and  citizens  of  the  United 
States,  and  not  less  than  two  will  be  accepted;  or  such  bond  may  be 
signed  by  a bonding  company  authorized  to  do  business  in  the  United 
States.  Otherwise  proceedings  are  the  same  as  in  the  case  of  the 
seven-day  permit. 

Foreign  owners  of  American-built  machines  must  in  all  cases  report 
to  the  Collector  of  Customs  at  the  port  of  entry,  but  consular  certifi- 
cate of  identification  or  bond  will  not  be  required.  The  usual  cus- 
toms certificate  for  presentation  to  the  Collector  at  the  port  of  exit 
will,  however,  be  granted  in  the  same  manner  as  required  in  the 
case  of  foreign-built  automobiles. 
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TRANSCONTINENTAL  TOURING 

The  above  title  implies  complete  trips  between  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific 
coasts,  but  road  conditions  and  accommodations  east  of  the  Mississippi  River 
are  in  such  a stable  condition  that  in  this  limited  space  it  does  not  seem 
necessary  to  go  into  details  on  that  section  of  the  United  States.  The  only 
possible  exception  to  this  is  the  southern  states  and  there,  although  some 
through  travel  is  taking  place,  probably  95%  of  the  transcontinental  motorists 
will  cross  the  Mississippi  at  some  point  north  of  the  Ohio  River.  This  article, 
therefore,  will  be  restricted  principally  to  the  territory  not  only  west  of  the 
Mississippi  River  but  north  of  Arkansas  and  Oklahoma.  It  might  well  be  re- 
stricted to  the  territory  west  of  the  Rockies,  as  far  as  existing  conditions, 
except  for  the  fact  that  this  is  written  primarily  for  tourists  starting  from 
points  east  of  the  Mississippi  who  have  very  little  definite  knowledge  of  condi- 
tions west  of  the  River.  There  is  considerable  travel  across  Texas  but  almost 
entirely  by  local  people  or  those  who  come  into  Texas  across  Oklahoma.  This 
must  be  the  case  until  Eastern  Texas  and  the  States  east  of  it  effect  marked 
road  improvement.  When  they  do,  added  stimulus  will  be  given  to  the  all 
Southern  route  which  would  be  open  for  all-year-round  travel. 

Topography. — Those  who  are  interested  in  all  the  details  of  the  transconti- 
nental trips,  will  be  well  repaid  by  first  procuring  a topographical  relief  map 
of  the  United  States.  It  is  not  possible  in  this  volume  to  publish  a map  of  this 
sort  large  enough  to  be  of  material  assistance,  but  the  map  with  the  table 
showing  rainfall  and  temperature  given  at  the  end  of  this  article  will  prove 
very  enlightening,  as  few  people  who  have  not  actually  been  in  the  far  west 
appreciate  what  a difference  there  is  between  the  East  and  a country  where 
the  rainfall  between  May  1st  and  October  1st  is  less  than  8 to  10  inches.  This 
map  will  show  graphically,  the  rolling  plains  country  west  of  the  Mississippi 
and  the  exact  extent  of  the  Rocky  Mountains,  and  also  how  the  different  routes 
crossing  various  sections  will  sometimes  traverse  high  plateaus  as  across 
Wyoming,  and  others,  as  Colorado,  follow  deep  valleys  and  over  high  passes. 
The  former  naturally  will  offer  little  difficulty  in  the  way  of  grades,  while  the 
latter  will,  although  having  heavier  grades,  be  compensated  for  by  the  magnifi- 
cent mountain  scenery.  It  will  give  the  mountain  ranges  of  western  Utah 
and  of  Nevada  both  usually  forgotten  by  most  Easterners.  The  arid  sec- 
tions are  also  shown,  and  in  the  Southwest  the  comparatively  high  altitude 
all  the  way  from  Colorado  to  western  Arizona  and  then  up  again  in  crossing 
the  mountains  of  California. 

Routes  and  General  Road  Conditions:  Here,  again,  space  will  not  permit 

going  into  the  details  of  all  possible  routes  which  could  be  covered  between 
the  Mississippi  Valley  and  the  Pacific  Coast.  However,  the  general  conditions 
encountered  are  much  the  same  along  any  of  the  main  routes — especially  as  far 
west  as  the  Rockies.  The  purpose  here  is  to  give  the  stranger  a general  idea 
of  the  country  traversed  along  main  lines  as  it  differs  from  the  East.  If  more 
detailed  information  is  desired  on  any  specific  route  than  is  given  at  the  head 
of  routes  in  this  volume,  then  by  all  means  write  the  Automobile  Blue  Book 
Touring  Bureau,  which  is  in  a position  to  map  out  routes  which  will  answer 
the  personal  requirements  of  each  transcontinental  motorist. 

It  is  safe  to  predict  that  the  large  percentage  of  transcontinental  tourists 
will  wish  to  reach  the  Coast  by  the  more  direct  routes  to  either  San  Francisco 
or  San  Diego  and  all  of  these  cross  at  least  two  of  the  following  states,  namely: 
Iowa,  Missouri,  Nebraska  and  Kansas.  Across  these  states,  there  are  many 
, parallel  lines  where  road  conditions  vary  only  slightly  and  in  the  selection  of 
routes  the  personal  desires  of  each  individual  will  determine  to  a large  extent 
the  route  followed  in  most  instances.  West  of  Kansas  and  Nebraska  these 
parallel  lines  spread  out  more  widely,  some  crossing  the  southwest,  others 
Colorado,  Utah  or  Wyoming,  but  all  going  more  or  less  directly  to  points  on 
the  coast.  At  Cheyenne  many  tourists  will  branch  to  the  northwest  for  Yellow- 
stone and  Glacier  Parks,  and  with  the  improvements  effected  in  the  Northwest, 
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especially  during  the  last  year,  many  will  make  the  trip  west  from  Montana 
across  the  divide  to  Spokane  and  Seattle  and  down  the  coast  to  San  Francisco. 

All  tourists  who  have  the  time  should  plan  to  take  in  at  least  one  of  these 
side  trips  which  will  give  them  some  idea  of  the  beauties  of  the  Rocky  Moun- 
tain States.  Although  the  Lincoln  Highway  crossing  Wyoming  is  the  most 
direct  route,  it  will  not  give  any  of  the  magnificent  mountain  scenery  for  which 
the  Rockies  are  famous  as  it  crosses  on  a high  plateau  all  the  way,  while  any 
of  the  routes  across  Colorado  or  the  northwest  give  two  or  three  days  of 
wonderful  mountain  travel.  In  the  southwest  weather  conditions  must  be  taken 
into  account  during  July  and  August,  for  although  the  altitude  is  high  enough 
to  insure  cool  nights  on  most  of  the  trip,  the  days  will  be  very  hot  and  west  of 
Flagstaff  or  Phoenix  the  elevation  drops  very  fast  into  the  Colorado  River 
Basin  where  the  days  and  nights  too  are  uncomfortably  hot,  especially  during 
midsummer  and  even  June  and  September,  for  the  average  Easterner.  Condi- 
tions here  are  almost  ideal  during  the  early  and  late  months  of  the  year, 
especially  October  and  November,  and  the  wonderful  colorings  of  the  south- 
west and  the  points  of  interest,  such  as  Grand  Canyon,  Ruins  of  Ancient  Cliff 
Dwellers,  Pueblo  Indian  Villages,  make  it  undoubtedly  the  most  wonderful  of 
all  routes. 

When  considering  road  conditions,  it  must  be  remembered  that  with  the 
exception  of  some  of  the  mountain  states,  there  are  practically  no  hard  roads 
as  they  are  known  in  the  East,  however  the  relative  amount  of  road  work 
accomplished  in  the  last  two  or  three  years  is  undoubtedly  greater  than  in  any 
other  section  of  the  United  States,  that  is,  the  dirt  roads  of  a few  years  ago 
which  in  some  cases  in  the  far  West  were  nothing  more  than  trails,  have  been 
graded  and  straightened  out,  and  are  now  dragged  so  regularly  during  the 
summer  months  that  during  the  touring  season  these  dirt  roads  offer  some  of 
the  finest  road  surface  to  travel  over  in  the  country.  The  farther  west  we  go, 
the  less  rain,  but  even  in  Iowa  or  Missouri,  the  rainfall  in  summer  under 
ordinary  conditions  will  not  hold  up  travel  more  than  a few  hours  at  any  time 
and  probably  not  more  than  exceed  a total  of  four  or  five  days  during  the 
whole  season.  If  a heavy  rain  is  encountered  east  of  the  Rockies,  we  advise 
waiting  until  the  roads  are  dried  up,  for  when  they  are  wet,  they  are  in 
most  instances  very  slippery.  In  the  mountain  states  road  surface  is  harder 
and  in  some  instances  is  of  a beautiful  gravel,  making  a surface  the  equal  of 
the  finest  roads  in  the  east.  It  must  be  remembered,  however,  that  these 
mountain  roads  are  in  most  instances  of  necessity  narrow,  in  fact  a great 
many  of  them  when  traversing  canyons  and  other  confined  places  are  only 
wide  enough  for  one  machine  except  at  turnouts  which  are  placed  at  frequent 
intervals.  Moreover,  on  many  of  these  mountain  roads,  especially  in  crossing 
passes,  the  turns  are  very  often  sharp  and  the  long  wheelbase  car  should  drive 
carefully  in  order  to  be  sure  of  making  the  turn  properly. 

Accommodations:  For  1915,  the  trip  can  be  made  to  the  Coast  and  suit- 

able accommodations  and  supplies  can  be  procured  all  along  any  of  the  main 
routes,  in  fact  with  the  possible  exception  of  at  the  most  two  or  three  nights 
on  the  whole  trip  the  hotels  will  offer,  even  in  the  smaller  towns,  service  equal 
to  what  is  ordinarily  found  in  towns  of  5,000  to  10,000  in  the  east.  This  is 
only  natural  when  you  remember  that  cities  of  2,000  in  the  far  west  are  usually 
very  important  in  that  section.  Furthermore,  the  garages  are  for  the  most 
part  well  spaced  along  the  various  routes  and  are  usually  new  buildings  built 
expressly  for  garage  accommodations.  Some  few  people  may  desire  to  camp 
out,  but  it  is  not  at  all  necessary  except  where  they  are  having  some  of  the 
main  routes  to  travel  in  remote  sections. 

Car  and  Equipment:  We  believe  that  nearly  any  standard  make  of  car  is 

practicable  for  transcontinental  touring.  It  is  advisable,  however,  to  have  a 
car  that  has  good  clearance,  especially  under  the  flywheel,  for  there  are  still 
certain  sections  with  a few  high  centers,  and  once  in  a while  sharp  ditches, 
etc.,  have  to  be  crossed  where  the  center  of  the  car  will  strike  if  low. 
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In  tire  equipment  it’s  advisable  to  have  practically  new  tires  all  around 
and  two  extra  casings  with  about  four  tubes.  If  you  think  it  advisable  to 
procure  additional  casings  in  advance,  ship  them  ahead,  but  do  not  attempt  to 
carry  more  than  two  extras.  Take  a few  small  repair  parts  that  you  have 
found  from  experience  to  be  of  the  most  use  on  your  particular  car.  Above  all 
do  not  try  to  take  along  enough  to  rebuild  the  whole  car.  Remember  that 
extra  weight  is  the  worst  possible  thing  you  can  carry.  This  brings  us  to  the 
all  important  point  of  keeping  the  load  light.  Remember  that,  no  matter  how 
long  or  powerful  the  car,  it’s  just  as  bad  to  have  it  overloaded  as  it  is  a light 
car.  In  sorting  out  your  equipment  and  supplies,  after  you  think  you  have 
taken  out  everything  you  possibly  can,  just  go  through  things  and  cut  it  about 
in  half  and  you  will  be  about  all  right. 

Most  cars  now  are  equipped  with  tops,  but  if  possible  see  that  this  is  a light 
one,  and  most  people  will  find  it  best  with  the  top  folded  back.  Of  course,  it’s  a 
protection  in  exceedingly  hot  weather,  but  it  is  a decided  disadvantage  in 
handling  a car.  Hats  can  easily  be  procured  to  give  ample  protection  from 
the  sun.  There  are  only  a few  sections  where  an  extra  provision  is  at  all 
necessary  in  the  way  of  gasoline,  although  some  people  find  it  advisable  to 
provide  an  extra  5-gallon  can;  this,  of  course,  is  a safe  way  to  do,  and  at 
many  times  also  allows  the  purchasing  of  a larger  supply  where  gas  is  cheapest 
and  avoiding  purchasing  at  points  far  away  from  the  railroad  at  high  prices. 
If  an  extra  supply  is  needed  and  no  supply  has  been  made,  five-gallon  cans 
can  be  procured  at  proper  points.  This  is  an  extra  precaution  only,  for  if  you 
will  watch  your  gas  supply  and  do  not  take  anything  for  granted  but  buy 
when  you  have  the  opportunity,  no  trouble  in  this  line  will  be  had.  It’s 
always  advisable  to  have  a one-gallon  can  of  lubricating  oil.  There  is  no 
telling  when  this  will  come  in  handy.  At  least  two  two-gallon  African 
water  bags  should  be  provided.  These  can  be  hung  on  the  outside  of  the  car 
and  it  is  surprising  to  find  how  cool  the  water  will  remain  no  matter  how  hot 
the  sun.  It  is  important  to  remember  that  in  filling  the  water  bags  make 
inquiries  from  local  people  whether  the  water  is  good  to  drink  or  alkali. 
A little  of  the  latter  will  not  hurt  for  radiator  use  but  it  is  very  disagreeable 
to  the  average  constitution. 

Under  any  circumstances  the  car  should  be  provided  with  a food  box,  which 
should  be  pretty  well  stocked  at  all  times.  Now  that  trips  are  being  made 
from  Chicago  to  San  Francisco  by  experienced  drivers  in  fourteen  days,  a 
great  deal  of  this  equipment  may  never  be  used,  but  if  needed  it  is  needed 
badly.  On  practically  any  route  some  sand  is  encountered,  and  although 
experienced  drivers,  acquainted  with  the  country,  have  very  little  difficulty 
and  are  able,  for  the  most  part,  to  avoid  bad  sand,  it  is  safe  to  provide  facil- 
ities for  getting  through  sandy  places,  for  the  stranger  especially  may  get 
off  the  road  and  find  such  equipment  necessary.  Some  people  believe  that 
long  canvas  strips  are  the  best,  but  we  have  found  from  experience  that  they 
are  a good  deal  of  a nuisance,  and  if  some  outside  equipment  is  necessary  the 
most  useful  thing  not  only  for  sand,  but  because  it  comes  in  handy  for  other 
things,  is  a hundred  feet  of  one-inch  manila  rope.  This  can  be  coiled  up 
and  carried  on  the  running  board,  or,  if  the  tires  are  carried  in  back,  can  be 
tied  in  between  them.  We  believe  that  such  equipment  is  advisable  simply 
as  a precautionary  measure;  however,  we  have  found  that  if  the  tires  are 
deflated  to  about  thirty  pounds  pressure  practically  any  car  we  ever  heard 
of  would  pull  through  the  worst  sand  and  with  remarkable  ease.  The  deflation 
of  the  tires  gives  a wide,  flat  surface  that  does  not  dig  in.  In  this  connection 
one  thing  is  very  important  to  remember:  if  the  pull  through  sand  is  to  be 

for  any  considerable  distance — and  usually  the  tourist  knows  whether  it  is 
or  not — considerable  trouble  may  be  saved  by  taking  the  tires  off  the  rims 
and  shellacking  before  putting  them  on.  When  tires  are  deflated  they  have 
not  the  same  gripping  power  to  the  rim,  and  on  a long  pull  the  tire  will  creep 
and  shear  off  the  valve  stem  unless  you  shellac  them  on.  When  it  comes  to 
taking  them  off  a little  pounding  with  a hammer  will  loosen  things  up. 
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Some  people  like  to  carry  a compass,  and  although  same  is  used  most 
infrequently,  it’s  a very  good  thing  to  have  along,  but  remember  that  a com- 
pass should  never  be  used  nearer  than  fifteen  feet  from  the  car.  Never  try 
to  use  it  sitting  in  the  seat.  The  electric  equipment  will  destroy  accurate 
readings.  A small  shovel  and  hand  axe  are  also  very  useful  equipment  and 
easily  packed  away  under  the  back  seat  or  on  the  bottom  of  the  tonneau. 

Ample  garage  facilities  and  agencies  for  nearly  every  car  will  be  found 
all  along  the  main  routes  at  surprisingly  frequent  intervals;  another  thing, 
with  present  road  conditions  it  is  only  the  unfortunate  or  careless  driver  who 
will  have  accidents  on  transcontinental  touring,  but  it  is  just  these  unforeseen 
accidents  which  must  be  prepared  for  on  making  trips.  If  everything  goes 
all  right,  as  it  does  with  the  majority  of  tourists,  the  trip  will  be  compar- 
atively easy,  but  if  breakdowns  or  stops  due  to  lack  of  gasoline  occur,  as  they 
sometimes  do  in  the  barren  places,  then  serious  results  are  sure  to  happen 
unless  there  is  another  car  in  the  party  to  go  back  for  supplies,  which  may 
be  thirty,  forty  or  fifty  miles  distant.  At  least  one  or  two  such  long  stretches 
with  hardly  a habitation  occur  on  any  transcontinental  route  in  some  part 
or  other,  but  even  these  are  no  drawbacks  in  themselves  to  the  trip  if,  as 
stated  above,  proper  precautions  are  taken  not  only  in  supplies  and  equip- 
ments, but  the  tourist  drive  in  accordance  with  local  conditions.  It’s  not  well 
on  any  tour,  where  one  is  going  to  be  out  for  a long  trip,  to  drive  at  high 
speed.  This  is  more  than  ever  true  in  the  west,  where  the  contrasts  along 
the  roads  are  much  less  sharp  than  in  the  East;  in  fact,  those  who  try  high 
speed  cannot  hope  to  get  through  without  accidents,  for  small  cross-washes 
and  sharp  arroyos  are  met  with  at  the  most  unexpected  places,  and  although 
no  difficulty  whatever  will  be  found  in  crossing  them  at  a moderate  speed 
serious  accidents  will  occur  when  attempting  to  cross  them  at  high  speed; 
in  other  words,  drive  with  a moderate  speed,  with  eyes  on  the  road  at  all 
times.  Above  all,  good,  sound  common  sense  is  the  chief  asset  as  always 
in  meeting  strange  conditions.  And  remember  that  in  the  last  two  years  at 
least  5,000  cars  have  made  the  trip  between  the  Mississippi  and  the  Pacific 
without  trouble,  and  conditions  this  year  are  the  best  they  have  ever  been.
